C H A P. I. 

MafUr prefatory in pralfe of Biography* 

NOTWITHSTANDING the p^e* 
fercnce which, may be vulgarly giv*eti 
to the authority of thufe romances- 
writers, wi.o entitle their booksj " the hillory 
*« of England, the hiltory of France, oi 
'*' Spain, 6"^. it is mo ft cercaiti, th«t trutk 
is to be found only in the works of thofe 
tvho celebrate the lives of great men, and 
-are comnxialy called biographers, as the o- 
thers fhouid indeed be termed topographers 
x>r chorographers : words which might well 
mark the diftinftion between them : it be-^ 
ing the bufinefs of the latter chiefly to de* 
icribe countries and cities, w^hich, with the 
a(nflai>ce of maps, they do pretty juftly, and 
may be depended upon : but as to the adlions 
and chara»Slcrs of men, their writings are not 
^uite fo auihentrc, of which ^here needs no 
othei' ppoof th;ia thofe eternal contradi6lion» 
occurring between twt^ topographers who 
tmdertake the hiftory of the fame country: 
for inilance, between my Lord Clarendon 
and Mr Whirelock, between Mr Echard and 
Vol. 1.

Rapin, and many oth«rs ; uliere, £i4l&;^e« 
ing fet i^Ttik ix> a ^iiGPeFent Ught, eyiery vexdcff 
believes as he pleafes ; and indeed the mora 
judicious and fufpicious very juO:ly edeem the 
whole as no. Other tlian a rottaiite^ In which 
the writer hath indulged a happy and fertilo 
invention. But though thefe widely differ 
ki the narrative of fadts; fome alcribi ng vie- 
tory to the one, and others to the other par- 
ty; fooie reprefenting the fame man as a 
rogue, while others give him a great and 
honeil charader ; yet all agree in the fcene 
U'here the fad is fuppofed to have happened, 
and where the per£on, who is both a rogue 
and an honeft man, lived. Now with us bio« 
graphers the cafe is different; the £a£ts we de- 
iivtr may be relied on, though we often mif- 
take the age and country wherein they hap- 
pened : for though it may be worth the ex- 
amination of critics, whether the ftispbcrd 
Chryfoftom, who, as C^vantes infonns us, 
died for love of tiie fair Marcclla, .who.hated 
him, was ever in Spain, will any one doubt 
but that fuch a fdly fellow hath really exillt 
€d ? Is ther^: h\ the world fuch a fceptic as 
to di (believe the madnefs of Cardenio, the 
' perfidy of Ferdinand, the iaipa ilnent curio- 
iliy of Anfelmo, the weak ne is of Cafnilia* 
th?. irrefolute friendfhjp of Lctliarip; tho' 
p<;»h'ap.s astp the time c»nd place where tho^- 
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ieveraf per/bns lived, that eo^ hiftonah may. 
Be deplorably deficient? butthemoft known 
inftance of this kind is in the true hiftory of 
Gil Bias, where the inimitable biographer 
hath made a notorious blander in the coun- 
tf y of Dr Sanfgrado, who itfed his patienti 
as a vintner doth his wine vcfiels, by letting 
o'ut their bloody and filling them up with 
waiter. IJoth riot every one, who is the Icaft 
verfed in phyfical hillory, know that Spaiit 
was not th6 country in which this Doctor 
lived ? The fame writer hath likcwife erred 
in the country vf his archbiihop, as well as 
that of thofe great perfonages whofe undcr- 
ftandings were too iublime to tafte aily thing 
but tragedy, and in many others. 1 he fame 
miftakes may likewife be obferved in Scarron, 
the Arabian Nights, the Hiftory of Marianne, 
and le Paifan Parvenu, and perhaps fome 
few other writers of this difs, whom I hare 
not read, nor do at prefent recollect ; for I 
would by no means be thought to compre- 
hend thofe perfons of Airpriiln^ genius, the 
authors of immenfe romances, or the modern 
novel and Atalantts writers; who, without 
any afliftance from Nature or hillory, record 
perfons who never were, or will be ; and tad* 
which never did, nor poflibly can happen r 
whofe heroes are of their own creation, and 
their brains the chaos whence all their ma* 
B t 
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tenals are fek^d. Not that iuch vrit^ 
^t&wc no lu>nour ; fo far otherwife, thai 
perhaps they a>er it the higheft; for what 
can be nolAcr than to be as an example o£ 
•the wonderful extent of hnman genius ! Onp 
may apply to tbem what Balzac fays of A* 
Tiftotle, that they are a fecond nature, (for 
they have no communt cation vkh the firft).: 
by which authors of an inferior clafs^ wha 
cannot ftand alone, are obliged to fiipport 
themfelves as with crutches: but theie of 
"whom i am now fpeakin^, Teem to be pofTiffed 
of thofe (lilts, which the cxeclkm Voltaire, 
•tells us in his Letters, '. carry the geaius far 
* off, but with an irreg«lar*pace ;' iiiUeeU far 
.out of the fight of the reader,- 

Beyond the realm of Cliaos aud old >ight.. 

But to return to the former clafs, who ace 
contented to copy Nature, inikad of form- 
ing ^rij^inals from the- confufcd heap of mas- 
ter in their own braiivi ; is not fuch a book 
as that whi^h record* the atchievcments of 
the renowned Den Quiw^te, more worthy 
the- name of a hsftory th^an. even Mariana's ^ 
4br trhereas the latter is -confined to. a panti- 
-cnlar peritxl of time, and to- a particular ti:4- 
' tion;. the. former is the hiitoi'y o£ the world 
in general^ at Uad that part which is polilhcfil 
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by^ laws, arts, and ictonces; and of that frooi * 
the time 4t was Er(l poHIhed to this day; nay> 
ani forwards as long as ft (liall ib remain. 

I fhall now proceed to apply theic obfei«^ 
▼ations to the work before us; for indeed i 
have, fet them down principaUy to obviate 
fome obftru<5t(oas, which the good-nature odT 
mankind, %ho arc always forward to fee their 
IHends virtues recorded, may puJt taparticu^ 
lar parts% I quedion not btit feveral of my 
readers will know the kiwyer in the ftage^* 
coach, the moment they hear his voice. Ix 
is iikewife odds, but the wit and the prude 
meet witli fome of their acquaintance, as wcU 
as all the rdk of my chara6fers^ To prevent 
therefore any fuch malicious applications, I 
declare here once for a4l, I defcribe not men, 
but manners; not an individualy. but a fpe- 
cres. Perhaps it will be anfwered. Are not 
the diara«5ters then taken- ffom life ? To which 
I anfwer m- the affirmative ; n^'iy, I believe I 
might aver, that I have writ little more than 
I have feeni The lawyer is not oiiJy alive, but 
hath been fo thefe 4000 years ; and I hope 
G Qi) win ind^rfge his life as man y^ yet to come. 
He hath not indeed couHned him 'elf to one 
profc(Iion,one religion, or »ne country; but 
when the fird mean felfiih creature appeared 
on the human" ftage, who made Self the cen*- 
Jtre ofthe whole creation,, woul J give hiaaTclJr

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AD pain, incur no danger, advance, sfx md*: 
Jkty to aflift or preferve his fella WJOFCaturctfj 
then was our lawyer bom: anil whilft fuchr 
aperfon as 1 have described exi(l& on cartb». 
fo long (hall he remain upon it. It is tbercr- 
fore dokig him little honour, to imagtxie-he 
-endeavours to mimic fome little obPsure &^ 
low, becaufe he happens to refemble htmm 
one partieular feature, or peFbaps- in his |>nat 
fellion; whereas hi« appearance in dia world 
i$ calculated for much more geno'al and s^ 
We purpofes ; not to expofe ««e pitiful wmcb 
to the fmail and contemptible circle of hw a<j- 
-quaintance; but to hoid ^he glafs. to thoif^ 
iands in their cldfets, th^t thjcy may contem- 
plate their deformity, and endeavour to re- 
duce it, and thus by fuffering^priyate raortisfi-i 
cation, may avoid public fhame This plac^^ 
the boundary between, and diftinguiihes the 
fatirift from the libeller ; for the tormep prt* 
vately correfis the fauk for the benefit of tli*&= 
perfon, like a parent ; the latter .publicly e*-. 
-pofes the perfon himfelf, as an estample to o- 
thers, like an executioner.- 

There are befides little circumftances to b«fe 
confidered; a« the drapery of a pidure, which 
though faihion varies at diflPercnt times, tht 
Vefemblarvce of the countenance is not by thol^ 
means diminifhed. Thus, I believe, we may 
venture to,/ay, MrsTpie-wpiifti Uco^wi wiA, 
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•«iir1a\<»j^ef; atKitkoQgli pefha^s during; ttie 
chat>ge$ whr^h ib k>iTg an exiftcnce tkit^ft hav*e 
pafTed throng, (he ftiay in her turn hav'e 
fkocd behind the bar at an inn; I wift nttt 
fcmple to affinni Ihe hath Hke^'ifb irl the re- 
ToiutJc*! ttf ages fat on a throne. In fliori, 
wh^e^extreniie ttirb^lince of temper, avaric*, 
and afA mftniibiHty of human mifery, with ^ 
degpee of hypocrify, have united in a fetnafe 
dompofkidni M« t ow^wouft -^as thafwd- 
inan» andwhttua good inclination, ecHpfed, 
by a poi^crtyof fpJrft and itnderftanding, bath 
etioMnered -^th hi Ej man, that man hath 
been no olbe^ than h^r fneakfng hulfband. ' 
I ikall detain m)r reader no longer thai)' tt> 

fivfe hifltt Ofie caution more of an oppofhfe 
ind f for ay in moft of onr particular cha- 
radters we meah not to la0i individuals, but 
all of the like fort ; fo in onr general defcri[i- 
tto&6,' wfe mean not umverfals, but would liie 
undet-ftood -with many exce^tioni : fbr iii- 
fiance» in iyat defcription of high people," we 
eonflotbe^rcnded to include fnch, as wbiJft 
•they are an honour to their high rank, by a 
welUguided cdhd^fceniicHi; make their ftipe- 
-riority as eafy ils poffible,' to tliofe whom foi^- 
tonc hath chiefly plhced below them. Of 
this tiumber' I could- ufaiVre a peer nti feiV ek- 
.rated by nature than by fortune, who, whtlft

bis perfon, bears the trued flamp of dignitf 
an bis miod, adorned with greatnefs, eiv 
ricbed witk knowledge, and embelliihed wick 
genius. I have feen this idah relieve wit)i 
generoftty, wbtle be batb conyerfed witb 
freedopQ, and be to tbe iame perfrn a patroa 
and. a companion. I ccHiId name a com* 
moner ratfed bigber above the multitude hj 
fuperior talents, than is in the power of bifr 
prince to eialt bkn ; wbofe behaviour to^ 
thoie be batb obliged is more amiable than 
. tbe obligation itfelf, and who is fo great a 
mailer of affability, that if he coakl diveft 
himfelf of an inherent greatnefs in bis mao^ 
Ber, would often make the lowed of his ac- 
quaintance forget who was the mader ^ 
thajt pal«kc$ in. which they are fo conrteouiJjr 
cnteruined. Thefc 4re pidures which mull

It is, I fancy, 'mpofliMc 
ta coQQciTe a fpeiflacie mora worthy o£ ouflr 
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'^dignatjon^ th^ that of a fellow who is not 
oiiTy' a blot' W the efcmdhtonaf a grestTso*. 
^ily,bat a fcatidal to the htiman fjpeciet» 
aiamtaimngafupercitious behavioar to -men 
who are an honour to their nature^- and Si 
ciirgrace to their fortnnev 

And now, reader, takiiifg thefe hints along 
,with you, you may, if you picafe, proceed to * 
the fcquel of thi^ our true htflory.

•^ He^or. The images arc fo extremely ten- 

* der in thefe, that 1 am convinced the poet 
;^ had cbewortbieft aadbeft^heai't imaginable^ 
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Nor can I hdp obienring how Sopboclet 
falls Ihort of the beanties of the original^ . 
in that iaattation of the diifoafive fpeech of ^ 
Andromache, which he hath put into the 
month of Tecmefla. And yet Sophocles . 
was the greateft genins who ever wrote, 
tragedy ; nor have any of his facceflbrs in. 
that art, that is to fay, neither Euripides, 
nor Seneca the tragedian, beea able to 
come near him. As to his fentiments and 
di£Hon, I need fay nothing; the former 
are particularly remarkable for the utmoft 
perfection on that head, namely propriety * 
and as to tl^e latter, Ari(h)tle, whom 
dottbtlefs you have read over and over, is- 
very diffdfe. I fhall mention but one thing 
more, whkh that great critic in his divilion 
of tragedy called Ofjit^ or the fcencry, 
and which is as proper to the epic as to the» 
drama, with this difference, that in the 
former ic falls to the (hare of the poet,Und 
in the latter to that of the pulnter. Hut 
did ever painter imagine a fcene like that 
in the T3th and T4th Iliad f where the 
reader fees, at one view, the profpeA of 
Troy; with the army, drawn up before it ? 
the Grecian army,xamp, and fleet ; Jupiter 
fitting on mount Ida, with his heatLwrape 
in a cloudy and a thunder-bolt in his hand j 
(lookij^g towards Thiac^; Nepcuncdrifing 
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'Y'^thrpQ^ the fea, which divides on each fide 
^ to permit his paflage, and then feating 
f himfeif oa mount Samos: the heavens 
^' ^pened» and the deities all feated on their 
' thrones. *This is fubiime ! This is poetry 1* 
Adams then rapt out a hundred Greek 
'irerfes, and with fucha voice, emphafis, and 
adion> that he almoft frightened the women; 
and as for the ..gentleman, he was fo far 
from entertaining any further fufpicion of" 
Adams, that he now doubted whether he 
jiad-not a bifhop in his houfe. He ran into 
the moH extravagant encomiums on his learn* 
in^; and the goodnefs of his heart began to 
•dilate to all the grangers. He faid, he had 
.^reat compaffion for the poor young woman, 
who looked pale and faint with her journey; 
'^and in truth he conceived a much higher 
opinion of her qiiaiity than it deferved. He 
iaid, he was forry he could not accommodate 
-them all : but if they were contented v/ith his 
iirefide, he would fit up with the men ; and 
the young woman might, if flie pleafed, par- 
take of his wife's bed, which he advifed her 
-to; for that they muft walk upward of a 
4nile to any houfe of entei^ainment, and that 
•ftot very good neither. Adams, who liked 
ihis feat, his ale, his tobacco, and his eom- 
ipany, perfuaded Fanny to accept this kind 
ipropoial^ in which ibiicitacioa. he was ie- 
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bonded by Jofeph, N6r was ihe yery^ffiy 
cultly prevailed 'on; for ihe had ilepc Uttle 
^he laft nigkt, and* not at all the preceding, 
ib that love itfelf was fcarce able to keep her 
eyes open any longer. The offer therefore 
l>eing kindly accepted, the good woman pro^ 
•duced 'every thmg eatable in her hooie oa 
-the table, and the gneib being heartily invit^id> 
as heartily regaled tkemfelves, efpeclally 
Par fori Adams. As to the other two, they 
Tji'ere examples of tlv truth of that phyficid 
•obfervation, ihat love, like other fw^et tilings^ 
is no whetter of the ilomach. 

Sapper was no fooner ended, thanFanny^ 
at her own requeft, retired, and the good wo* 
jnan bore her company. The man of th^ 
houfe, Adams, and Jofeph, who would mo*- 
^deftly have withdrawn, had not riie gentle^ 
man iniifted on the contrary, -drew round 
the firefide, where Adams (to ufe his owm 
'words) replenifbed his pipe, and the gentle^ 
^ man produced a bottk of exceileat becr^ 
-being the beft Hquor in his houfe. 

The modeft behaviour of Jofeph, with the 
^racefiihiefs of his pa*fon, the >chara^er 
>x^hich Adams gave of h]m^ and the friend'- 
ftip he feemed to entertain for him, began 
to work cm. the gentleman's affetflions, and 
railed in him a curiofity to know the fingu** 
iarity wluck Adams had meationed in his 
I 
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lidftDiy. 'This darioSty ^ams was no fooner 
iotoRmed of, than^ with |ofeph*s ^onfent, he 
9greed to gratify tt> and accordingly related 
-nil he knew^ with as much tendemefs as wa& 
po€iye fcfz the charader of Lady Booby ; 
And concluded with the long, faidiful, and 
-Ruitual paffion between hitn and Fanny, nt>€ 
-ConeeaHng the meanneis of her birth and 
education. Thefc latter circamftances <a* 
'drely cnred a jealoufy which had lately rifea 
"in die gdarl^h^n's i&ind^ that FaAny was the 
^daughter of fome perfon of fafhion; and 
that Jofeph had fun away with hei:, and 
Adams was concerned in the plot. He' Was 
^xoW enattionred t>f *his gtiefts, xirank dicir 
healths with great cheamilnefs, and returned 
Biany thanks to Adams, who had fpent much 
breath; for he was a. circumftantial tcHer of 
aftory* 

Adams told Irim k.was now in his power 
^:o return that favour; for his extraordinary 
goodnefs, as weH as that'Tiind of Ittef atnre" 
Jie was maftef of *, which he did not expe^

I 
defined till the next day, continued the gen- 
lleaian, to coniider «Dn it, and retiring to my 
lodgings,^ 1 weighed the confequences oa 
both fides as fairly as I could. On the onc». 
I faw the rt& of thts ahematirej either k>fing 
cay own life, or having on my hands the 
blood* of a man with whom f was not in the 
leaft angry. I foon determined, that the 
good which appeared on the other, was not 
worth this hazards I therefore refolvcd to 
quit the fcene^ and. pre&stly retired to the 
Tempk, where I took ehambers. Here i 
Ibon got a frelh fet of acquaiirtance, wha 
knew nothing of what haJd happened to meL 
fndeed they were not greatly to my appro* 
batibn; £or thebeaus of the Temple arc only 
the Shadows of the others. They are the 
affi^itjiioii of atffip^^ioa. . The vauitj of 
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thefe is &^1 inore ridiculous, if poffible, than 
ef xhz others. Here I met . with ikiart feB^ 
40WS9 who drank with lords they did not 
know^and intrigued with women -they neveir 
faw. Corvent-Garden was now the favtheft 
ftretck of my ambition, where I fhone forth 
in the balconies at the play-houfes,. yifited 
wh(u*es, made lore to orange-wenches, and 
damned phiys. This career was foon pttt 
SI (lop to'bf my furgeon, who conymced me 
of the necedhy of confining myfelf to mfrootfti 
for a month. At the end j^^fiii^,^ymg 
bad lelfure to refie6l[y I revived to quit ail 
farther' converfation with beaus ^nd fmarts^ 
of every kind, and to avoid, if pofUble, aay 
ipsccafion of returning to this place of con*^ 
finement. • I think,* faid Adams, * the 
*- advtte of a month's retirement and reffeoh 
« txoB was very proper; but f Ihould t'athci' 
^ have ezpe^ed it from a divine than a fur* 
^ geon.' The gentleman fmiied at Adams's, 
fimplicityt and without explaining himfelf 
£irther on fuck an odious fubjedl, went oa 
thus : I was no fooner perfediy reftored to 
health, than I found my pafliaa for women;, 
which 1 was a^aid tb fatisfy as T bad dcnci 
inade me vcryuneafy; I determined therefore 
to keep a mi^efs. Nor >^as I long befcnni 
I 6xed my choice* on a young woman, what 
kid^befbre been kept by two gcnflemf0 
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and to whom I was recotiimendcd by a. ce« 
J^brateid bawd. I took her honpie to mj 
chambers, and made her a fettlem^ittF. during 
cohabitaiion. This perhaps vjoMi hare 
been very ill paid; however, fhe did not 
i]i£Per me to be perplexed oit that account ^ 
for before quarter-day, I tfoiiod her at my 
chamiber^ in too familiar converiatioQ with a 
young fellow-who was drefled like an officer, 
but was indeed a city-apprentice. Indead of 
€j[cufing her incooliancy, fbe rapped out half 
a dozen of oaths, and fnapping her fiiigers at 
Hje, fwore ftie icorned to confine herielf to the 
tied man in England. Upon this we parted^ 
and the £am£i>awd prefentiy provided her an*- 
other keeper. 1 was not fo much^ concerned 
at our jeparadon, as I found within a day or 
two I had realbn to be for our meeting : for 
I was obliged to pay a fecond viHc to my 
forgeon. . I was now forced to do penance 
for ibme weeks, during which time I con- 
tra&ed an acquainc^i^ce with a beautiful 
young girl, the daughter of a gwitleman, 
who, after having b^een forty years in the 
army, aniu in all the campaigns under the 
Duke of Marlborough, ducd a lieutenant oa 
half pay ; and had left a widow with thit 
only child, in very diftreffed circumftances ; 
they had only a fmall penfion from the go- 
T^nuQQ&t, witb what iicde the daughter 
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«onld add to it hj her work; for ike hail 
Ijreat excellence at her needle. Tkis eirl 
was, at ray firft acquaintance with ber, foli*> 
cited in marriage by a young fellow in good, 
-drcumftances. He was apprentice to a IK 
Ben-draper, aad had a little fortune fufficient 
to fet up his trade. The mother was great* 
tf pleafed with this match, a;s indeed fhe 
had fufficient reafou. However, I ibon pre*- 
vented it. 1 reprefcnted him in ^ low a 
light to his midrefs, and made fo good aa 
tife of flattery, proraifes, and prefents, that, 
not to dwell longer on this fbbje<a than is 
neceffary, I prevailed with the poor girl, and 
conveyed her away from her mother 1 In a 

word, I debauched her (At which words 

Adams ftarted up, fetched three ftrides 3,*- 
<n:ofs the room, and theU replaced himfelf ia 
his chair.) You are not more affe<fted with 
ihis part x}f my ftory than myfetf : I idbre 
you it wiH «ever be fufficiently repented of 
iii my own opinion ; but if you already dc* 
teft it, how much more will your indigna* 
tion be raifed when you hear the fatal con- 
fequences of this barbarous, thts villainous 
adion 1 If you pleafe> therefore, I will here 
defift— * By no means,* cries Adams, * go 

* on, I befeech you; and Heaven grant you • 

* may fmcerely repeat of this and mariy o* 
^her things you have related,' I was now, 



•c 
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«entinued the gentleman, as happy as tlie 
pofleffion of a fine young creature, who had 
a good education, and was endued with 
many agreeable qualities, could make me. 
We lived fome months with vaft fondnels to- 
gether, without any company or coiiverfa- 
tion more than we found in one another; 
but this xould not continue alvrkys ; and 
though I ftill preferv^d a great afFediion for 
ker, 1 began more and more to want tlie re- 
lief of other company^ and confequently to 
leave her*by degrees, at lad whole days to 
herfelf. She failed not to teftify fome un- 
cafmefs on thefe occaiions, and complained 
of the melancholy life fhe led; to remedy 
which, I introduced her into the acquain- 
tance of fome other kept raifttefles, with 
whom (he ufed to play at cards, and frequent 
plays and other diverfions. She had not 
lived long in this intimacy, before I percei- 
ved a vifible alteration in her behaviour; all 
her modefty and innocence vanifhed by de- 
grees, till her mind became thoroughly taint- 
ed. She afFefted the company of rakes, gave 
herfelf all manner of airs, was never eafy hut 
abroad, or when fhe had a party at my 
chambers. She was rapacious of money, 
extravagant to excefs, loofe in her converfn- 
tion ; and if ever I demurred to any of her 
demands, oaths, tears, and fits, were the ini-

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mediate confcqnences. As the firft rapture*" 
of fondnefs were long fince'over, this beha- 
viour foon cftranged my affcdions from her; 
1 began to refledJ: w'llh pleafure that (he was 
not my wife, and to conceive an intention of 
parting with her ; of which having given her 
a hint, (he took care to prevent me the pains 
of turning her out of doors, and accordingly- 
departed herfeif, having firft broke open my 
efcrutore, and taken with her all fhc could 
iind, to the amount of about L. 200. In 
the firft heat of my rcfentment, I refolved to 
purfue her with all the vengeance of the 
law ; but as fiie had the good luck to efcape 
me during that ferment, my paffion after- 
wards cooled: and having refleded that I 
3iad been the firft aggreflbr, and had done her 
an injuryi for which I could make her no 
reparation, by robbing her of the innocence 
cf her mind, and hearing at the fame time 
that the poor old woman her mother had 
broke her heart on the daughter's elopement 
irom her, I, concluding myfelf her murderer^. 
(* As yeu very well might,' cries Adams 
•with a groan;) was pleafed, that God A1-* 
mighty had taken this method of punlfhing 
me, and refolved quietly to fubmit to the 
lofs. Indeed I could wiih 1 had never heard 
more of the poor creature, who became in- 
iheend an abandoned profi* gate 5 and after 
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being fome years a common proftitute, at !aft 
ended her miferuble life in Newgate. (Kere 
the gentleman fetched a deep figh, which 
Mr Adams echoed very loudly; and both 
continued filent, looking at each other for 
fome minutes. At laft tlie gentleman pro- 
ceeded thus :) I had been perfectly conftant 
to this girl during the whole time I kept her : 
but fhe hadfcarce departed before I difcc- 
vered more marks of her infidelity to me 
than the lofs of my money. In (hort, I was 
forced to ma4ce a third vilit to my furgedn, 
©ut of whofe hands I did not get a hafty dif- 
charge. 

I now forfwore all future dealings \iath 
the fejf, complained loudly that the plcafure 
did not compenfate the pain, and railed at 
the beautiful creatures, in' as grofs language 
as Juvenal hi mfe If formerly reviled them in. 
1 looked on all the town-harlots with a de- 
teftation not eafy to be conceived ; their per- 
fons appeared to me as painted palaces, in* 
habited by difeafe and death ; nor could 
their beauty make "them more delirable ob- 
jedls in my eyes, than gilding could make me 
covet a pill, or golden plates a coffin. Bac 
though I was no longer the abfolute flave, I 
found fome reafons to own myfelf ftill.the 
fubjeA of love. My hatred for women de- 
^reafed daily; and 1 am not politive UujL

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time might have betrayed rpe again to fome 
common harlot, had I not been fecured by a 
pafllon for the charming Sapphira, which 
having once entered upon, made a viojent 
progrefs in my heart. Sapphira was wife 
to a man of fafhion and gallantry, and one 
\vho feemed, i own, every way worthy of 
her aifeiTtions, which however he had not the 
reputation of having. She was indeed a co- 
quette achevee. * Pray, Sir,' fays Adams, 

* what is a coquette? I have met with the 

* word in French authors, but never could 

* ailign any idea to it. I believe it is the 

* fame with fz/y^y^Z/f, anglice, a fool.' Sir, 
anfwered the gentleman, perhaps you are 
not much miilaken ; but as it is a particular 
kind of folly, I Mill endeavour to defcribe it. 
Were ail creatures to be ranked in the order 
of creation, according to their ufefulneft, 
I know few animals that would not take 
place of a coquette; nor indeed hath this 
creature much pretence to any thing beyond 
inftindt : for though fometin^es we might 
imagine it was animated by the paffion of 
vanity, yet far the greater part of its ac- 
tions fall beneath even that low motive ; for 
inftance, feveral abfurd geftures and tricks, 
infinitely more foolilh than what can be ob- 
ferved in the moft ridiculous birds and beafls, 
and which would perfuade the beholder. 
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tKat the fiJly wretch was aiming at our con* 
tempt. Indeed ks charadleriftic is afFe<flation, 
and this led and governed by whim only: 
for as beauty, wifdom, wit, good-nature* 
politenefs, and health, are fometimes affeded 
by this creature ; fo are ugliacfs, folly, non- 
fenfe, ill-nature, ill breeding and ficknefs, 
Kkewife put on by it in their turn. Its life h 
one conftant lie ; and th« only rule by which 
you can form any judgment of ihem is that 
they are never what they {<&ttn* If it was 
pofHble for a coquette, to love (as it is not, 
for if ever it attains thrs paflSon, the coquette 
eeafes inftantly) it would wear the face of 
indifference, if not of hatred, to the beloved 
©bj.e(5^ ; you may therefore be affured, when 
'ihey endeavour to perfuade you of their like- 
ing, that they are indifferent to you at leaft. 
And indeed this was the cafe of my Sapphira, 
who fio fooner faw me in the number of her 
admirers, than (he gave me what is commonly 
called encourags.'ment; flie would often look 
at me,, and, when Ihc perceived me meet her 
eyes, would inftantly take them off, difcover- 
ing at the fame time as much furprife and 
emotion as pofiible. Thefe arts failed not 
of the fucccfs (he intended ; and as I grew 
more particular to her than the reft of her 
admirers, (he advanced in proportion, more 
diredUy to me than to the others* She a£- 
E-> 
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•fedled the low voice » whifper^ iifp, figfr, ftart, 
laugh, and many other indications of paf- 
fion, which daily deceive thoufands. When 
J played at whili with her, {he would look 
eamefUy at me, and at the fame time lofc 
deal or revoke ; then btirft into a ridiculous 
laugh, and cry, * La ! I can't imagine what I 
• was thinking of.* To detain you no longeir, 
after I had gone thro' a fufficient courfe of 
gallantry, as I thought, and was thoroughly 
convinced i had raifed a violent pafEonin my 
miflrefs; I fought an opportunity of coming 
to an eclairciffement ^ith her^- She avoided 
this as much as poflible ; however, great a^ 
fiduity at length prefented me one I will 
not defcribe all the particubrs of this inter- 
Tiew; let it fuffice, that till fbe could no 
longer pretend not to fee my di*ift, ihe firft 
affeded a violent furprife, and immediately- 
after as violent a paffion: fhe wondered 
what I had feen in hercondudl, which could 
induce me to aflPront her in this manner: 
and breaking from me the firft moment (he 
could, told me, I had no other waytaefcape 
the confequence of her refentment, than by 
never feeing, or at leaft fpeaking to her more, 
I was not contented with this anfwer ; I ftiU 
purfued her, but to no purpofc, and was at 
length convinced that her hufband had the 
fole poffeffionof her perfon, and that neither 
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he nor any other had made any impreflioa 
on her heart. 1 was taken oflF from following 
this i^nij fafuus by fome ad v« aces whrch 
were made me by the wife of a citizen, who, 
though neither very young nor handiome^ 
was yet too agreeable to tc rejeded by my 
amorous conftitutton. I accordingly foon 
fattsfied her, that Ihe had not caft away her 
hints on a barren or cold foil : on the con- 
trary, they inftantly produced her an eager 
and deliring lover. Nor did (he give vat, 
any reafon to complain ; {he met the warmth 
fhe had raifed, wiih equal ardour. I had 
no longer a coquette to deal with, but one 
who was wifer than to proftitute the noble 
paffion of love to the ridiculous luft of vanity. 
We prefently under ftood one another, and 
. as the pleafures we fought lay in a mutual 
gratiEcation, we foon found and enjoyed 
them. I thought myfclf at firft greatly 
happy in the pofieffion of this new miftrefs, 
whofe fondnefs would have quickly furfeited 
a more fickly appetite ; but it had a different 
cffe<5l on mine; Ihe carried my paffion higher 
by it than youth' or beauty had been able : 
but my happinefs could not long continue 
uninterrupted. The apprebenfions we lay 
\inder from the jeaJoufyof her hufband, gave 
ws great uneafmefs. * Poor wretch ! I pity, 
f him/ cried Adams. He did indeed de» 
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ferve it, faid the gentleman ; for he lovcsE 
bis wife with great tenderacfs ; and I afTure 
yoti it is a great fatisfaclion to me that I was 
aot the mail who firft fed need her aJSedlions 
from hira. Theie apprehenfions appeared 
alfo too well-grounded : for in the end he 
difcovered us, and procured witneiles of our 
careifes. He then pi'ofecuted me at Jaw^ 
and recoyered 3000 L damages, which much 
diflKifed my fortune to pay ; and what wjs 
worfe, hb wife beiup^ devorced came upon my 
hands«, I led a very uneafy lifie with her ; 
for be fides that my paBon was now mucK 
abated^ her exceilive jeaJoufy was very 
troubkfome. At l«igth death rid me of an 
inconvenience, which the conlideration of my 
having been the author of her misfortunes- 
would never fuffer me to take any other mc-^ 
tkod of difcarding. 

I now bade adieu to love, and refolved to 
purfue other lefs dangerous and expenfive 
pleafures. I fell into the acquaintance of a 
fet of jolly companions, who ikpt all day, and, 
drank all night: fellows who might rather 
be faid to confume time than to live. Their 
beft converfation was nothing but noife : fmg- 
ing, hallowing, wrangling, drinking, toafling^ 
fp— wing, fraoaking, were the chief ingredi- 
ents of our entertainment. And yet, bad as 
they were, they were more tolerable than eur 
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graved fcenes, which were cither cxceffive te«- 
dious narratives of dull common matters of 
faft, or hot difputes about trifling matters^ 
which commonly ended in a wager. This 
way of life the firft ferious reflexion put a' 
period to ; and I became member of a club 
frequented by young men of great abilities. 
The bottle was now only called in to the af- 
fiftance of our converfation, which rolled oa 
the deepeft points of philofophy. Thefe geiv- 
tlemen were engaged in a fearch after truth, 
in the purfuit of which they threw afide aM 
the prejudices of education, and governed 
themfelves only by the infallible guide of hu- 
man reafon. This great guide, after having 
fliewn them the falfehood of that very anci»- 
ent, but fimple tenet, that there is fuch a be- 
ing as a Deity in the univerfe, helped them 
to eilablifh in his dead, a certain rule of right, 
by adhering to which they all arrived at the 
utmoft purity ot morals. Refledlion made me 
as much delighted with this fociety, as it had 
taught me to defpife and deteft the former* 
I began now to efteem myfelf a being of a 
higher order than I had ever before concei- 
ved, and was the more charmed with this 
rule of right, as I really found in my own 
nature nothing repugnant to it. 1 held in ut- 
ter contempt all perfons who wanted any or 
ther inducement to virtue befides her inttift* 
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lie beauty and excellence ; and had £o higk 
an opinion of iny^ prei'ent compamons, with 
regard to their morality, that 1 would have 
trufted them with whatever was neareft and 
dearell to me. Whilft 1 was engaged in tnis 
deltghcfur dream, two or three accidents hap- 
pened fucceffively, which at firft muchrurpri*- 
fed me. For, one of our greareft philofophcrs, 
or rule of right-men, withdrew himfeif from 
us, talking with him the wife of one of his mofi 
intimate friends. Secondly,, another of the 
fame fociety left the club without remember- 
ing to take leave of his bail. A third having, 
borrowed a fum of money of me, for which 
I received no (ecurity, when I afked him to 
repay it, abfolutely denied the loan. Theft 
feveral pradices, fo inconfiftent with ourgol^ 
den rule, made me begin to fufpcA its infalli- 
bility J but when I communicated my thoughts 
to one of the club, he faid, There was nothing 
abfolutely good or evil in itfelf ; that actions 
were denominated good or bad by the cir^ 
.cufflftances of the agent^-That poffibly the 
man who ran away with his neighbour's wife, 
might be one of very good inclinations, but 
over-prevailed on by the violence of an un- 
ruly paffion, and in other particulars, might 
be a very worthy member of fociety : that if 
the beauty of any woman created in him an. 
'Uixeafmef$» he bad a right from nature, to rcr 
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lieve himfelf; with many other things, which 
I then detefted fo much, that I took leave of 
the fociety that very evening, and never re- 
turned to it again. Being now reduced to a 
ftate of folitude which I did not Jike, I be- 
came a great frequenter of the play-hotifes, 
which indeed was always my favourite di- 
verfion, and moft evenings paflcd away two 
or three hours behind the fcenes, where I met 
with feveral poets, with whom I made en- 
gagements at the taverns. Some of the play- 
ers were likewife of our parties. At thefe 
meetings we were generally entertained by 
the poets with reading their performan- 
ces, and by the players with repeating their 
parts: upon which occafions, 1 obferved the 
gentleman who furnilhed cmr entertainment, 
was commonly the befl pleafed of the com- 
pany ; who, though they were pretty civil to 
him to his face, feldom failed to take the firft 
opportunity of his abfence to ridicule him. 
Now I made fome remarks, which probably 
are too obvious to be worth relating. * Sir,* 
fays Adams, • your renaarks, if you pleafe.* 
Firft then, fays he, I concluded that the ge- 
neral obfervation, that wits are moft inclined 
to vanity, is not true. Men are equally vain 
of riches, ftrength, beauty, honours, ire. But 
thefe appear of themfelves to the eyes of the 
beholders, whereas the poor \vit is obliged to

produce his performance, to iliew you his pcr- 
ledlion ; aad on his readinefs to do this, that 
vulgar opinion I have before-mentioned is 
grounded : but doth not the perfon who ex- 
pends vaft fums in the furniture of hishoufe, 
or the ornaments of his perfon, who confumes 
much time, and employs great pains in drcf" 
fm^ himielf, or who thiuKs himfelf paid for 
fell -denial, labour, or even villainy, by a title 
or a ribbon, facrifice as much to vanity, as 
the poor wit, who is defirous to read you his 
poem or his play ? My fecond remark was, 
that vanity is the worft of paffions, and more 
apt to contaminate the mind than any other : 
for as felfiihnefs is much more general than 
we pleafe to allow it, fo it is natural to hate 
and envy thofe who ftand between us and ihe 
good we defire. Now, in lull and ambition 
tliefe are few; and even in avarice we find 
many who are no obflacles to our purfuits ; 
but the vain man feeks pr£- eminence ; and 
every thing which is excellent or praifc-wor- 
thy in another, renders him the mark of his 
antipatliy. Adams now began to fumble, in 
his pockets, and foon cried out, * O la ! I 

* have it not about me,' — Upon this the gen- 
tleman alked him what he was fearching for; 
he faid, he fearched after a fermon, which 
he thought his mafter-piece, againft vanfcy. 

* Fj upon it, fy upon it,* cries he, * why do 

z 
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* I ever leave that ieroioB oitt of my pocket^ . 
^ 1 wifh it was within five mites; I would 

* willingly ffetch it, to read it to )"ott.' ^^c 
•gentleman anfwerid, that there *was do need» 
ibr he was cured of the paHion. • And fof 

* that very 4*eftfoH)* quoth Adams, * I would 
^ read it, itft I am 'confident you woald ad^ 

* mire it. Indeed I have n«vcir been a great- 
' er enemy to any paflion than that filly one 
^ of vanity/ The gentlemato fmiled) and pro* 

needed From this fockty I cafily paffed 

to that of th« gameftersj where nothing fe** 
niarkable happened, 1>nt the finifhing toy for* 
tune, wJfich tkofe gentlemen foon helped me 
to the end offc This opened feenes of life hi* 
therto unkno\vn.; poverty and diftrefs, with 
their horrid train (^dtms^ attorneys, bailiffs^ 
haunted me day and night. My clothes grew 
ihahby, my credit bad, my friends and ac- 
riuaintance of all kinds -cold. In thi^ fi- 
tuation, the ftmngeft thought imaginable 
came into my head; and what was thisj 
but to write a play? for I had fufficient 
ieifure ; fear of bailiffs tx)nfined me every 
day to my room ; and having always had 
a little indmatioB, and fomc thing of a ge* 
fiius ^at way, I fet myfelf to work, and 
vrithin a few months produced a piece of liivt 
afts, which was accepted of at the theatre. 
1 remembered to have fbrmeriy taken tickets

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t>f tkther poets for their benefits^ long bcfoce 
the appearance of their performances; and 
ceiblving to foUow a preceden£ which was Co 
*vre\i futted to mj prefebt circumAances, 1 
immediately provided myfelf with a ]ai?ge 
aiumber ofiittle papers. Happy indeed would 
be the fbite of paetry, .would thefe tkkelB 
jpa& current at the bakehoufe, the alehooie, 
and the chandler *s (hop : bat -iias ! far others 
•wife; so taUor will take them in payment 
for buckram, canvas, ftay-tape; nor no bai- 
lifF for cxviiity-money* They are indeed no 
jiiote thwa a paffport: .to beg with. a.<:ertificatc 
that the owner -wimts five ihillings, which 
indace& weii-difpofed Chriftians to charity:. 
1 now experienced whafeis worfe than poverty, 
pr rather what is the worft confequcnce of 
poverty,; 1 mean attendance and dependence 
j<}ti the great. Many a morning have I wait- 
-ed >hourS'in the cold parlours of men of 
rquality^ where, after feeing the loweft rafcals 
in lace and embroidery, the pimps and buf- 
foons 'in faftiion admitted, I have been feme- 
times told, on fending in my name, that my 
Xiord could not poffibly fee me thismomingt 
■A fufflcient atfurance that I -ihould ^ncvec 
more get entrance intotteathoufe. Some- 
times I have. been at lafl admitted; -and the 
^reat man hath thought proper to ex/eufe 
bmikiCybft^n^me he was tiedup* ^ Tkd

fellers alksewed' authors far 'the befl woriu»» 
was ib .very. fknalJ,. that oertain men q£ births 
aod.foitiiae feme years ago/ who were the* 
patrons of wtt axui rearaiag, thought fit tcr 
encoorage diesiiardier, Ijy entering ir^o to-* 
lantaxyr fubfcrripdoas for their eacottrage-^ 
aaent. Thus Prior, Rowe, Pope» aad fbwm 
other cBenof gcinui, received large-faos fbrr 
their labours, troni the puyic.^ Ithisifcooecb 
foeaff a method o£ getting inoh63r; thaMnany^ 
of the hiwefl feribblersof^ the times* vvntui'ed* 
tb. pobiilh their works ia the fame way « and;

in a rapture. No lefs I aifure you, anfwer* 
edthe gentleman; a fum I was not half fo 
delighted v/ith, as with the dear name of the 
generous girl that fent it me; and who wai 
►not only the beft, but the handfomeft crea-* 
ture in the unirerfe; and for whom 1 had long 
Jbad a paffion, which I never duril difclofe to 
her. I kiifed her name a thoufand times, 
my eyes . overflowing with lendernefs and 
gratitude, I repeated— —-But not to detail 
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you Willi thefe raptures, T inamedvatdy a^ 
tjuired my liberty, and having paid all my

Jinefs, like Mils Sr h *, with foft dews^ 

hanging on her pouting lips, began to take 
her early walk over the eaftern hills; and 
prefently after, that gallant perfoa the Sun 
Itole foftly from his wife's chamber to pay 
his addrefies to her; when the gentleniaa 
aiked his gueft if he would walk forth and: 
furvey his little garden, which he readily 
agreed to, and Jofeph at the fame time awa- 
king from a fleep in which he had been two 
hours buried, went with them. No parterres, 
no fountains, no ftatues, embellifhed this 
little garden. Its only ornament wa9 a fhort

Ikries for my table, I likewife- procure myfcif 
an appetite for them. In fair feafons, t 
fcldom pafs lefs than (ix hour* of the twenty- 
four iif*this place, where I am not idle; and 
by thefe means 1 have been able to preferve 
my health ever fince my arrival here without 
5iffiftance from phyfic. Hither I generally 
repair at the dawn, and exercifes rayfelf, 
whilft my wife drefTes her children, and pre- 
pares, our breakfaft : after which we are feK 
dom afunder during the refidue of the day ;, 
fbr when the weather will not permit them 
to accompany me here, I am ufuaHy withia 
with them ; for I am neither afhamed of con> 
▼erfing with my wife, nor of playing with 
nay children : to fay ^he truth, I do not per- 
ceive that inferiority of underftandihg, which 
the levity of rakes, the dulnefs of men of bu*- 
finefs, or the aufterity of the learned would 
perfuade us of in women. As for my woman^ 
1 declare I have found none of my own fex 
capable of making jufter obfervations on life, 
or of delivering them more agreeably ; nor 
do I believe any one poilelTed Of a faithfuller 
or braver friend. And fure as this friendflvp 
IS fweetened with more delicacy and tender* 
ncfs, fo it is confirmed by dearer pledges than 
can attend the clofeU male alliance : £c»: whsK: 
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onion can be fo fad, as our common tnrei^ft 
•in the fruits of oar embraces ? Perhaps, Sii*^ 
you are not yourfelf a father; if you are 
not, be ailured you cannot conceiye the de- 
light I have in my little ones. Would yoiar 
not defpife me, if you faw me (fajjfeked on 
the ground, and my children playing round 
me ? * I ihould reverence the fight,' quoth 
Adams, * I myfelf am-now the father of fir, 

* and han^e been of eleven, and I can fay f 

* never fcourged a child of my own, unless- 

* as. his fchoolmafter, and then have felt 

* every ftroke on my own pofteriors. And 

* as to what you fay concerning women, I 

* have often lamented my own wife did not 

* tmderftand Greek,* — The gentleman fmi- 
led> and anfwered, h« would not be appre* 
hendgd to infimiate that hts own had an xttih- 
derftanding above the care of her family; oti 
the contrary, foys he, my Harriet, I affuHs 
you, is a notable houfewife, and few gentle- 
men's houfe- keepers underftand cookery and 
coafe^onary better ; but thefe are arts which. 
Ihe hath no great occafion for now : how- 
ever, the wine you commended fo much laft 
night at fupper, was of her own making, as 
is indeed all the liqoor in my houfe, except 
my beer, which falls to my province. (* And 

* I aflure you it is as excellent,' quoth Adams>. 
•J^ QV«r I tafUd.') We formerly kept «. 
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^k^id^rervant, but iincc my girls hare beea 
gro-sviDg up, fhe is unwilling to indulge theia 
in idlenefs^ for as tiie fortunes I (hall give 
them will be very fmall, vee intend not to 
breed tliena above the rank they are likely to 
fillhereiiftcr, nor teach them todefpife, or ru'n 
a plain huiband. Indeed I could wiQi a m: n 
of ray own temper, and a retired life,, might 
foil to their lot: for I have experienced that 
"calm ierene liappinefs which i^ feated in con* 
tent, is inconfiltent with the hurry and buftla 
of the world. He was proceeding thus, 
'when the little things, being juft rifen, ran 
eagerly towards him, and afked him bleffing : 
they were ftiy to the ftiangers ; but the el* 
deft acquainted her father, that her mother 
and the yoimg gentlewoman were up, and 
that breakfaft was ready. They all went in,

1H A V E often wondered, Sir, faid Jofeph,* 
to obferve fo few in (lances of charity a-, 
mong mankind ; for the' th<; goodnefs of .a^ 
man's heart did not incline him to relieve the; 
dUlrefles of his fellow-creatures,, methinks the- 
dcfire of honour fhould move him to itu. 
What infprres a man to build fine houfes, .tor 
purchafe fine furniture, pi<5lures» clothes, and 
other things at a great expence, but an am* 
bition to bcrefpefted more than other people?. 
Now, would not one great adl of charity,, one* 
milance of redeeming a poor family frooot* 
all the miferics of poverty, reftoring an ua* 
fortimate tradcfman, by a fum of money, to* 
the means of procuring a livelihood by hisi 
mduftry, difclwrging ah undone debtor froav 
his debts or a goal, or any fuch like example: 
of goodnefs, create a man more honour and 
refpeift than he could acquire by the finefii' 
houfe, furniture, pictures, or clothes, that 
were ever beheld ? for not only the objedhimr. 
ielf^ who was thus relieved, but all who heard 
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&t tiarixelof fuch z, perfon, imift, I imagme^ 
reverence hira infinitely more than the pof- 
feflbr of all thofe other things : which when 
we fo admire, we rather praife the builder, 
the workmany the painted,, the lacemaj^er, th9 
tailor, and the re(\, by whole ingenuity thcf 
^re produced, than the pei^foo who by hi* 
money makes them his own. for my owa 
part, when 1 have waited behind my lady i|^ 
a room hung with fine pi^ures, while I 
liave been looking at then^, I have never 
once thought of their owner, nor hath 
anj one eile, as I,h^.ve obferved; for wHea 
it has been afked whofe pi^ure jthat was, it 
ij^as never once anfweredi the mafter's.of th^ 
honfe ; but Atnmyconni, Pauiyarnifh^ Han- 
nibal Scratch!, or Hogarthi, which I Aippoie 
were the names of the painters : but if it was 
a^ed who redeemed fuch a one out of priibn ? 
who lent fuch a ruined tradefman money to 
fct up ? who clothed that family of poor 
fmall children? it is very plain what .mud 
b^ the anfwer. And bcfides^ thefe great 
folks are miftaken, if they imagine they get 
any honour at all by thefe means; for 1 do 
not remember I was ever with my Lady a.t 
any houfe where Ihe commended tlie houfc 
or furniture, but 1 have heard her ,at her i:e- 
tnm home make fport and jeer at whatever 
tbe had before commended; and I have b^en 
told by other gentlemen in livery, that it Is 
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tiie fame in tll^ir tfamitl«$ ; but I 6^ At 
•Vifeft tnan in A« worW to turn a true got>d 
fiction int'O ridicdle. I defy him to do iu 
lie who ihouJd enil^avout it 1^0)3 id be laiigV- 
td at hia^letf, tivftttad'df i&;|iking lotbers laugli% 
Nobody 'fc^ce -dffib' any .good, -^fiet-tbty att

firange that all men ibould confent in com* 
mending goodnefs, and no man endeciTout 
to dofcrve-that comm<^ndatton ; whilft, oa 
ihe contrary, all rail at wickednefs, and alt 
ftre a^ erfgef to bfe what they abo^. This i 
kaov^ fit>t tbe^^ibn^; butitJs^ias fiain^as 
tiay -light to thofe vhbcofiverfeiinichc wovld^ 
dd Ihave done-thefe three yeafs. * Are ail 
* the great folks wicked then ?• faysFanny, 
To be fure there are fortie exceptions, an* 
fwered Jofeph. Some gentlemen of oUf 
cloth report charitable a6iions done by theii? 
lords and Rafters ; and I have heard Squire 
Pope, the great poet, at my Lady Vtable, teH 
Hortes of a man that lived at a place called 
Kofs, and another at the Bath, one AK*— Al— 
I forget his name, but it is in the book at 
verfes."

Bqmfc fays he puCs all thofe who deferve it 5 
iinJ, to he Aire, as he lives among all the 
great people, if there were any fuch, he 
vould know them. — This was all of Mr Jo- 
feph Andrews's fpeech which I could get him 
to recolle£i, which 1 have delivei'ed as ntat 
-as was poillble in his own words, with a very 
iinall embeltifkment. £ut I believe the 
Teader-hath not been a little furprifcd at the 
*long filence of Parfon Adams, efp^cially as 
So many occafions offered themfelves to exert 
liis ciiriofity andobfervatroa. The truth is^ 
he was fad afleep, and had fo been from the 
beginning of the preceding*Viarrative. And 
indeed, if the teader condders that fo many 
hours had paifed fince he had do fed his eycs^ 
he will not wonder at his repofe, though 
€ven Henly himleif, or as great an ©rator 
(if any fuch be) had been in his roftrum ot 
tub before him. 

Jofeph, who, whilft he >V^as fpeaklng, had 
continued in one attitude^ with his head re- 
clining on one fide, and his^yes caft on the 
»ground, no fooher perceived, on looking up, 
the pofition of Adams, who was ftretched on 
his back, and fnored louder than the ufual 
braying of the animal with the long ears, 
than he turned towards Fanny, and taking 
her by the hand, began a dalliance, which, 
though confiftent with the pureft innocenctS

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and decency, neither he would have attempt- 
ed, nor Ihe permitted before any witnefs. 
Whilft they amiifed themfelves in thisharm- 
•lefs and delightful manner, they heard a 
pack of hounds approaching in full cry to- 
wards them, and prcfeutly afterwards faw a 
hare pop forth from the wood, and, croffing 
the water, land within a few yards of them 
•in the meadows. / The hare was no fooner 
on (hore, than*T^ feated itfelf on its hinder* 
Jegs, and iiftened to the found of the purfucrs. 
Panny was wonderfully pleafed with the 
little wretch, and .eagerly longed to have it 
in her arms, that (he might preferve it from 
the dangers which feemed to threaten it : but 
the rational part of the creation do not always 
aptly diftinguifti their friends from their foes ; 
\vhat' wonder then if this iilly creature, the 
moment it beheld her, fled from the friend, 
who would have protected it, and traverfing 
the meadows again, pafled the little rivulet 
on the oppofite fide? tt was, however, f© 
fpent and weak, that it fell down twice or 
thrice in its way. This aifedted the tender 
heart of Fanny, who exclaimed, with tears 
in her eyes, againft the barbarity of worrying 
a poor innocent defencelefs animal out of 
its life, and puttingnt to the extrcmeft torture 
for diverfion. She had not much time ta 
flaakc reflexions of* this kind ; for on a fud- 
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dkn the hounds rufhed through the wood/ 
■which refounded with their throats and 
the throats of their retinue who attended 
them on horfeback. The dogs now pad the' 
rivulet, and pnrfued thefootfteps of the hare i 
five horfemen attempted to leap over, three' 
of whom fuccecdcd, and two were in the at- 
tempt thrown from theii- faddles into the 
■water ; their companions, and their own 
horfes top, proceeded after their fport, and' 
left their friends and riders to invoke the 
affiftance of fortune, or employ the more 
aftive means of - ftrength and agility for their 
deliverance. Jofeph, however, was not fo 
wnconcerned on this occafion ; he left Fanny 
for a moment to lierfelf,. and ran to the* 
gentlemen, who were immediately on their 
legs, fhaking their ears, and eafily with the 
help of his hand attained the bank (for the 
rivulet was not at all deep) ; and without 
ftaying to thank their kind affifter, ran drip- 
ping acrofs the meadows, calling to their 
brother fportfmcn fo flop their horfes ; but 
they heard them not* 

The hounds were now very little behind 
their poor 'reeling, ftaggerihg prey, which,, 
fainting almoft at every Hep, crawled thro? 
the wood, and had almoft got round to the 
place where Fanny Rood, when it was over- 
Caken by its enemies ; and,. being. drlvea out- 
I z 
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of the covert, was caagbt, and inftaaatly tore 
to pieces before Fanuy'3 face, who was ua-* 
able to affiil it with any aid more powerful 
than pity ; nor could (Ixe prevail on Joleph^ 
who had been hiinfetf a fportfman in his. 
youth, to aitempt any thing contrary to the 
laws of hunting, in favour of the hare, which, 
he faiJ was killed fairly. 

The hare was caught within a yard or 
two of Adaras, who jay aileep at a Itttle di- 
ftance from the lovers ; and the hounds ia 
devouring it, and pulling it backwards and 
forwards, had drawn it ib clofe to him, that 
fome of them (by mi (rake perhips for th^ 
hare's fKin) laid hold of the fkirts of his caf- 
fock ; others at the fame time applying their 
teeth to his wig, which he had with a hand* 
kerchief faftened to his head, began to pull 
him about: and had hot the moiioa of hisi 
body had more effect on him than fecmcd ta 
be wrought by the noife, they muft certainly, 
liave tafted his flefh, which delicious flavour 
might have been fatal to 4iim : but being, 
roufed by thefe tuggings, heinftantly awaked^ 
and with a jerk delivering his head from his ^ 
wig, he with moft admirable dexterity reco- 
vered his legs, which now feemed the only 
meinbers he could entruft his fafety to. Ha- 
ling therefore efcaped like wife from at leaft 
a third part of his caffock, which he ^illiog-- 
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iy left as his exuvia or fpoils to the encmy>^ 
lie fled with the utmoft I'peed he could fum^ 
mon to his aOddauce. Nor Jet this be any 
detradion from the bravery of his character* 
let the number of the enemies, and the fur- 
prife in which he was taken, be confidered; 
and 1 there be any modern fo outragiouily 
brave, that he cannot admit of flight in any 
eircumftancc whatever, I fay (but I whifper 
that foftly, and I folemnly declare, without 
any intention of giving offence to any brave 
man in the nation) I fay, or rather 1 whifjier 
that he is an ignorant fellow, and hath nevcD 
read Homer nor Virgil, nor knows he any 
thing of Hedlor on Tumus; nay, he is un* 
acquainted with the hiflory of fome great 
men living, who, though as brave as lions» 
ay, as tigers, have run away, thaLord.knows 
how far, and the Lord- knows why, to tha 
furprife of their friends, and the entertain- 
ment of. their enemies* But if perfons oZ 
fuch heroic difpofitipn are a little offended 
at the behaviour of Adams, we affure them 
they fhall be as much pleafed at what we 
&all immediately relate of Jofeph Andrews^ 
The matter of the pack was juft arrived, or^ 
as the fportfmen call- it, come in, when A* 
dams fet oat, as we have before mentioned- 
This gentleman was generally faid to be. a 
great lover of humour ; but; not to mixxce^^ 

is 
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the taattcr, efpecially as we arc npon thh 
fubjedl, he was a great hunter of raen. la* 
deed he had hitherto followed the fport on* 
Jy with dogs of his o'vwi fpecies ; for he kepi 
two or three couple of barking curs for that 
ufe only. However, as he thought he had 
now found a man nimble enough, he was 
willing to indulge himfelf with other fport;. 
and accordingly crying out, • Stole away,* 
encouraged the hounds to purfue Mr Adams> 
fwearing it was the largeft Jack-hare he evef 
faw ; at the fame time hallooing and hoop- 
ing as i£ a conquered foe was flying before 
him ; in which he was imitated by thefe two 
or three couple of hum;ln or rather two- 
legged curs on horfeback which we have 
i«ientioned before. 

Now thou, whoever thou art, whether A 
mufe, or by what other name foever thou 
chufeft to be called, who prefidcft over bio- 
graphy, and haft infpired all the \\Titers of 
lives in thefe our times : thou who did ft in- 
fufe fuch wonderful humour into the pen of 
immortal Gulliver; who haft carefully guid- 
ed the judgement, whiift thou haft exalted 
the nervous manly ftyle of thy Mallet : thoti 
who hadft no hand in that dedication and 
preface, or the translations which thou wouldft 
willingly have ftruck out of the life of Cice- 
ro : Lailly, thou who, without the afliftancc 
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of the kaft fpice of Uteratore» and even a- 
gsund hts iacliuation» haft, in fome pages of 
bis book, forced CoUey Cibber to write Eng-- 
,li(li ; do thoct ailift me in what I find myielf 
unequal to. Do thou introduce on the plaia' 
tke young, the gay, the brave Jofeph An-: 
di'tws, whilll men fhall view him with admt-^ 
ration and envy ; tender virgins with love 
and anxious concern for his fafety. 

No.fooner did Jofeph Andrews perceive 
the diftrefs of his friend, when firft the quick' 
fcenting dogs attacked him, than he grafped 
his cudge! in his right hand, a cudgel which* 
his father had of his grandfather, to whono 
a mighty ftrong roan of Kent had given it 
for a prefent in that day when he broke 
three heads on the ftage. It * was a cudgel 
of mighty ftrength and wonderful art, made 
by one of Mr Deard's beft workmen, whon^ 
no other artificer can equal ; and who hath 
made all thofe flicks which the beaus have 
lately walked with about the Park in a mom* 
ing : but this was far his mafter-piece ; oa 
its head was engraved a nofe and chin, which 
/might have been raiftaken for a pair of nut- 
crackers. The learned have imagined it de- 
figned to reprefent the Gorgon : but it was 
in fadt copied from the face of a certain long* 
Englifh baronet of infinite wit, humour, and 
gravity. He did intend to have engrave^ 
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here many hiftorics : As- the firft night ofl 

Captain B '&play, where you would have 

feen critics in embroidery tranfplanted from 
the boxes to the pit, whofe ancient inhabi- 
tants were exalted to the galleries, where- 
they played on catcalls. He did intend to. 
have painted an audion room, where. Mr 
Cock would have appeared aloft in his pul- 
pit, trumpeting forth the praifcs of a China, 
bafon ; and with aftoniihment wondering 
that «* Nobody bids more for that fine, that* 
** fuperb'* — He did iiitend to have engraved* 
taany other things, but was forced to leave: 
all out for want of room- 
No fooncr had Jofeph grafped his cudgeL 
i-n his hands, than lightning darted from his* 
eyes ; and the heroic youth, fwift of fqot,^ 
Fan with the utmoft fpeed to his friend's af- 
liftanee. He overtook- him juil as Rockwood' 
had laid hoid of the ikirtof his caflbck, which, 
being torn, hung to the ground. Reader,, 
we would make a fimile on this occafion, but 
for two reafons : the firft is, it would inter- 
rupt the defcription, which (hould be rapid 
in this part ; but that doth not weigh much^ 
many precedents occurring for fuch an in- 
terruption: the fecond, and much the greater^ 
reafon is, that we could find, no fimile ade- 
quate to our purpofc : for indeed, what in? 
ftaace could we bring, to fet' before our reA^ 
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der's eyes at once the fdca of friendfliip* 
coHrage, youth, beauty, ftrength,,aud fwift-« 
nefs ; all which blazed in the perlon of Jofeph 
Andrews. Let thoie therefore that defer i be 
lions and tigers, heroes fiercer than both^ 
raife their poems or plays with the fimile of 
JoAfph Andrews, who is himfelf |above th© 
reach of any fimile. ^ 

Now Rockwood had laid faft hold on the 
Parfon's ikirts, and ftopt his flight ;- which 
Jofpph no fooner perceived, than he Jevelledi 
his cudgel at his head, and laid him fprawl- 
ing. Jowler and Ringwood then fell on hia 
great-coat, and had undoubtedly bfought 
him to the ground, had not Jofeph, collec- 
ting all his force* given Jowler fuch a rap 
on the back, that, quitting his hold, he rau 
howling over the plain. A harder fate re- 
mained for thee, O Ringwood, Ringwood 
the beft hound that ever purfned a hare, wha 
never threw his tongue but where the fcent 
was undoubtedly true; ^bod at trailing; and 
furc in a highway, no babbler, no over-run- 
ner, rcfpefted by the whole pack, who, when- 
ever he opened, knew the game was at hand.. 
He felt by the ilroke of Jofeph. Thunder^ 
and Plunder, and Wonder, and Blunder,, 
were the next vi<3:ims of his wrath, and mea^ 
fured their lengths on the ground. Thea 
Fainiiaidji ^ bitch which Mr Joha Temple

had bred up in his houfe, and fed at his owift 
table, and lately fent the fquire fifty miles 
for a preJ'cnt, ran fiercely at Jofeph, and bit 
him by the leg ; no dog was ever fiercer than 
flie, being del'cended from an Amazoniaa 
breed, and had worried bulls in her owi>- 
country, but now waged an unequal fight ; 
and had fliared the fate of thofe we havei 
mentioned before, had not Diana (the reader 
may believe or not as he pleafes) in that in-^ 
ilaat interpofed, and ^n the fhape of the 
hunifman fnatched her favourite up in her 
arms. ' 

The parfon now faced about, and with- 
his crabftick felled many to the earth, and 
fcattered others, till. he was attacked by 
Cxfar, and pulled to the ground. Then Jo- 
feph flew to his refcue, and with fuch might 
fell on the vidlor, that, O eternal blot to his 
name ! Caefar ran yelping away. 

The battle now raged with the moft dread*- 
fill violence, when, lo 1 the huntfman, a man' 
of years and dignky, lifted his voice, and 
called his hounds from the fight; tilling: 
them, in a language they underftood, that it- 
was in vain to contend longer ; for that fate 
had decreed the vidory to their enemies. 

Thus far the mufe hath with her ufual 
dignity related this prodigiot^s battle, a battle 
ve apprehead never equalled by any po«t» 
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TDttiance or life- writer whatever, and having 
brought it to a conclufion fhe ceafed; we 
ihall therefore proceed in our ordinary ftylc 
with the continuation of this hiftory. The 
•fquire arid his cmnpanions, whom the figure 
»of Adams, and the gallantry of Jofeph, had 
firft th .♦-wn into a violent £t of Ijiughter, 
and who had hitherto beheld the engage- 
ment with more delight than any chace, 
ihooting-match, race, cock-fighting, bull or 
bear-baiting had ever given them, began now 
Tto apprehend the danger of their hounds, 
■many of wliich lay fprawling in the fields. 
The fquire therefore having firft called his 
friends about him, as guards, for fafety of

tants, and Aimmoning all the terror he was 
.mafter of into his countenance, demanded

Jofeph anfweced with great intrepidity, 
That they had firft fallen on his friend ; and 
if they had belonged to the greateft man ia 
•the kingdom, -he would have treated them in 
thc-fame way ; for whilft his veins contained 
,a fingle drop of blood, he would not ftand 
idle by, and fee that gentleman, (pointing to 
Adams) abufed either by man or beaft ; and 
iiaving fo faid, both he and Adams bran- 
idiihed their wooden weapciis, and put thcnii- 
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felves into fuch a pofture, that the fqutrc atid 
hh company thought proper to preponde* 
fate, before they offered to reveiage the caule 
©f their fourfooted allies 

At this inftant, Fanny, whom the appre* 
henfion of Jofeph*s danger had alarmed fo 
milch that, forgetting her own, fhe >ad made 
the utmoft expedition, came up. The fquire 
and allHhe hxirfemen were fo furjmfed with 
tier beaaty, that they immediately fixed both 
thetr eyes and thoughts folely on her, every- 
one declaring he bad never feen fo charming 
a creature. Neither mirth nor anger enga- 
ged them a moment longer; but all fat in 
lilent amaze. The huntfman only was free 
from her attraftion, who was bufy in cutting 
the ears of the dogs, and endeavouring to 
recover them to life ; in which he fucceeded 
lb well, that only two of no great note re* 
mained flaughtered on the field of adtion.

The fquire being informed of the little 
tnifchief that had been done, and perhaps 
having nacre mifchief of another kind in his

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^ead, accpded Mr Adams with a more fa* 
voural^k afped than before : he told him he 
|»ira3 forry for what had hapjpeaed ; that he 
^d endeavoured all he could to prevent It 
^e moment he was acquainted with his cloth* 
^nd greatly commended the courage of hi? 
fervant ; for fo he imagined Jofeph to be. 
lie then invjte^ M-r Adams to dinner, and 
dpfired. the young woman might come with 
liim. Adams rfefufed a k?ng while ; but the 
invitation was repeated with fo . much ear* 
iaeftnefs and courtely, that at length ;ho vww 
forced to accept it. His wig and h*l.t> a|id 
^ther fpoils of the field, being gathered to* 
^etker by JoJfeph, (for otlietwife probably 
Ihey would have been forgotten) he put him- 
jfelf into the beft order he cotiid ; and theft 
ijie horfe and^ foot moved forward in the 
fame paciq tov^ ards the fquire's houfe, which 
flood at a yery little diftance. 

Whilft they were on.the'road, the lovely 
iFanny attra«Scd the ey^s of all ; they endea* 
voured.to O'ltvie one another in enconiums 
\)n her beauty ; which the reader will pardon 
Xfiy not relating, as tliey hail not any thing 
new or imcommon in them : fo mud he like- 
wife ray not felting down the qaany eurioifs 
.jefts which wer6 made on x^dams ; fopne of 
them declaring that parfon-h anting was the 
Vft fport in the world ; others commeuding*

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Ills (landing at bay, which, they faid, he. 
had done as well as any badger ; with fuch« 
like merriment, which, though it would ill 
become the dignity of this hiitory, afforded 
much laughter and diverflon to the fquirc 
and his facetious companions. 

CHAP. vn. 

^ fccne of roafling very nieely adaptti to the 
pHfent tafte and times. 

THEY arrived at the fquire's houfe juft 
as his dinner was ready. A little dif- 
pute arofe on the account of Fanny, whomr 
the fquire, who was at>achelor, was defl- 
rous to place at his own table ; but (he would 
DiOt confent, nor would Mr Adams permit 
her to be parted from Jofeph ; fo that (he 
was at length with Mm configned over to 
the kitchen, where the fervants were orders 
ed to make him drunk ; a favour which was 
tikewife intended for Adams ; which defiga 
being executed, the fquire thought he (hould

It may not be improper, before we pro* 

eeed farther, to open a little the chara^ey 

, fif this Gentleman a and that of his friends^ 

The msi^er of this houfe then wa; a man of 
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a very confidei able fortune ; a bachelor, as 
We have faid, and abbat forty years of age : 
^ had been educated (if we rnHy nfe the eif 
preflion) in the country » and at his own 
home, under the care of his mother and a 
'tutor, who had orders never to corred him, 
nor to compel him to learn more than hs 
liked, which it feems Vas verv little, and 
that 9nly in his child hood;, for from the age 
of fifteen he ^djii^ed hi mfelf entirely to hunt- 
ing and other rural amufement»» for which 
his mother took <jarc to equip him with torfes^ 
hounds, and all other neceifaries: and his 
tutor, endeavoQring to ingratiate him^lf 
^•ith his 5'onng puprf,. who would, he knew, 
)>e able handfomely to provide for him^ be- 
came his companion^ not only at theie exer- 
cifes, but iikewife oyer a bottle, which the 
young fquire had a very early reliA for. Ati 
the age of twenty, his mother began to think 
ihe had \iot fulfilled the duty of a parent ; 
. ihe therefore refolved to perfuade her fon, if 
p edible, to that which (be imagined would 
well fupply all that he miffht have harncd 
at a public fchool or cmivernry. This is what 
they commonly call travelling; which, with 
the help of the tutor who was fixed on to at-» 
tend him,' ike ea illy fucceeded in. He made 
in three years the tour of Europe, as they 
|erm it^ and returned home well furaiihefl 
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^-itfi French clbaths, phrafes and ftrvaiit^,. 
\v\th a heart jr contempt for his own cooatrfl 
fcfpecially what had any favour of the piam 
fyitlt and honefty of onr aliceftbr^: His mb* 
thcr greatly applauded hcrfttf at his rctnrti 'y 
and now being mafter of bi^ own fortune, he 
foon procured himfelfaffeat^in parliament, ani 
he was, in the cotnrfion opinion, one of the 
fineft gentlemen of his age : hjit what diftin- 
gulfiied him chiefly, was a -ftran^e delight 
which he took in every thiiig which k'rrdl^ 
culous, odious, and abfurd is his own fjpebies *; 
fo that he never choft a Companion without, 
one or more of thcfe ingredients, and'thoie 
who were marked by Nature in tht moft 
eminent degree with them, were moll his fai. 
vourites: trhe ever found a man who either 
had not, or endeavoured to' conceal* tht feim^ 
perfe^ions, he took great pteafure in invent-- 
ing methods of forcing him intoajifurditici. 
which were not nattiral to him, or in draw* 
ing forth and expoiing thofe that were j fot> • 
\vhich purpofe he was always provided witH 
a let of fellows which we have before caileA 
Curs ; and who did indeed no great honoiir 
to the* eaninc kind: their bufiiefs M^as ti 
hunt out and. difplay every thing \ttiat had 
any favoUr of the above-mentioned qualitiesi^ 
arid efpecially in the graved and beft' cha* 
facers: bat "if ft cy failed ia their iearcH 
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ikef irem to cnro cf^n yiriue and wtfitom 
AhemfelrM iato rtdtcuk for the diveriion of 
their mafter and fiseder. The gentlemen cf 
tfurltke difpofitiofi,' who were now at his houfc^ 
and whom he had brought with him from 
Xondonr were an old half- pay officer* m 
|pla]per>.a dttU poet, a quack-doftor, a fcrapp> 
tag Eddkr* and a lame German danciBg<>* 
matters 

As foon a» dinner was femd^ whUe Mr' 
Adams was faying grace, the capts^^xi' con* 
veyed his ehair from behind him'; fo that 
when he endeavoured to feat htmfelf* he fell 
down. on- the ground; anc^ thas completed 
joke thefipf^> to the great enteitaiais^ent of 
the ^ole dMnpan^.^ The feeood joke was 
performed by the poet^who fat next him oa 
the other fide» and took an opportunity, 
whrlc poor Adams was refpeftfully drinking 
to the ma(kr of the houfe, to overtm-n a 
plate of fbup into hts^ breeohes ; which, with 
the'many ap<^ogies hemade^ and the par- 
fon*s» 'gentle anfwers) xaufed- mnch mirth ijv 
the company. Joke the third was {trwtd up' 
by one of the waiting^men* who had been 
ordered to convey a quantity of gin into Mr 
AdkmsV ale^ which he declaring to be the 
Sefl Hquor he ever drank, but rather too* 
tfch of the ma!t, contributed aeam to their' 
laug&ter- Mr Adams, from whom' we ha4i^ 
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the jefts of this kindpra/^&d on Jum, whicll^ 
^e inoffisx^e difpo&ie^ o£ Us «r«9i> kesiEt: 
made htm Oow in dilcoveriag; and iadeedk 
had: it not been for ch« is£»niiatilm. vttiok. 
"wcr receWed froofi a. iervaat of th«> fymSLyi^ 
this- part o£ oar hiftory, which «ie cake tx^ b^ 
apojBof the hssi^cvawmt^-aaaJOt^hMmehmmi^ 
plorably irnperfe^ ; though we muft oma it. 
prbbaUe, thai: fome flMire^ohe^ were (a» thef 
odi it) cracked dusingtheir dionrr ; but w%. 
hsiv^ hj ao laeaas beeii^ aUe to oome attfat: 
knowledge of them. When dinner wa& re^ 
morod, the poet began t^mpcBVfom^'mr^sSi.

fieved fo tdo ; fb^' he had neter fe^n anji 
man in hi« Hfd wh<y footed de dahce A> welt 
as de gentleman : be then ftri^jped forward^ 
to take Adams by the l^and^ which the Jattei^ 
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€idng his Gik, adviftd him not to ckrrjr thr 
jeft too far» fi^r he would not eadure beiAg 
l^ut upon. The dancingroiafter no fooner 
]Uw the fill than he prudently retired> out (^ 
its reach, and Aood* aloof mimicking Adams^< 
.whofe eye* were fixed on him» not guefiinjr 
what he was at, but to>s^otd his laying hol4 
on him, which he had once attempted* ia 
the meaui whilcr th« captain perceiving an 
opportunity, pinned a cracker or devil to the 
caflTock, and then lighted it with their little 
fmoaking candle. Adams being a firanger 
to this Iport, and believing he had been 
blown up in reaUty,. fiaitcd -from his chair, 
frndjnmpedabout theroom» to the infinite 
joy of the beholders, who declared he \9^ 
the beft dancer in che univerfe. As foon as 
the devil, had done tormenting him,, and he 
had a little recovered his coafufion, he re- 
l&irued to the table, ftanding up in the pofture 
p£ one who intended to make a fpeedu 
They allxried out^ ' hear him,Jiear him ;' and 
he then fpoke in the following manner i^

* be guilty as to dtferve the infujts I. ha?^« 

* fuffered. If they were meant therefore 

* either to my order or my poverty (and you 
■ fee I am not very poor) the fH^kmc doth 

* not ly at my door, and. I heartily pray that 

* the iin may be averted from yours.' . He 
thus finiihed, and received a general clap 
from the whole company. Then the gentle- 
man oiF the houfe told him, * he was forry 

* for what had happened ; that he could not 
^ accufe him of a^iy fhare in it : that the 
« veries were, as btmreif had well obferved, 

* £o bad, that he mi^jht eafily anfwer tliem ; 

* and for the ferpent, it wa^ undoubtedly a 

* very great affront done him by the dan- 

* qbg mailer j for which if he well thr^lhed 
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* himashe deferved, he flioold be very much 

* pleafed to fee it.* (in which probably he 
ipoke truth.) Adams anfweted, « Whoever 
' had done it, it was not his profeflion to 

* punifh him that way ; but for the perfon 

* whom he had accufed, I am a witnefs/ 
fkys he, ■ of his innocence; for 1 had my 

* eycf on him all the while. Whoever he 

* was, God forgive him, and beftow on him 

* a little more fenfe as well as humanity.* 
The captain anfwered with a ilifly look and 
accent, • That he hoped he did not mean to 
« refied on him ; d — n him, he had as much 
< imanity as another, and if any man faid 
•^ he had not, he would convince him of his 
*■ miftake by cutting his throat.' Adams 
Hnillngr faid, • He believed he had fpoke 

* right by accident.' To which the cap- 
tain returned, * What do you mean by my 
*' fpeaking right ? if you was not a parfon, 
' ' I would not take thefe words; but your gown 

* protefts you. If any man who wears a 
'* {word had faid fo much, I had pulled him 

' by the nole before this.' Adams replied, 

* if he attempted any rudenefs to his perfon, 

* he would not find any prote(ftion for him- 

* felf in his gown;' and clenching his fift, 
declared, he had threOied many a (iouter 
man. The gentleman did all he could to 
encourage this warlike difpofition in Adams^ 
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and was m hopes to have produced a Ibaule) 
^Ut • he WAS di£i(>pointed, for the captaia 
^ipade no other anfwer than * it is very wel)» 
• you are a parfon;' and fo drinking off a 
bumper to rold oiocher -cl^urcht ^n^tid the 
difpute. 

Then the dodlor, who had hitherto been 
filent, aad who ^as the, grayeft, but aK)ft 
inifchievous dog of all, in a Yery pompous 
ipeech Jiighly applauded what Adams had 
faid ; and as much difcommendcd the beha- 
viour to him. He proceeded to encomiums 
fin the church and poverty ; 9md iaftly .ret 
commended forgiveiiefs 'of what had pafled 
to Adams, who immediately anfwcred, * That 
'* every thing was forgiven }' and in the 
varmth of his goodnefs he filled a bumper 
of ftrongbeer, (a liquor he preferred to wine) 
and drank a health to the whole companyi 
fliaking the captain and the poet heartily by 
the hand, and addrcEing himfelf with greal 
jperpe<5t to the dpdlor; who indeed had not 
'Jaoghed outwardly at any ihhig that paffedi 
as he had a perfe<5t command Of ht^ mufcles) 
and could laugh inwardly without betraying 
tlie leaft fymptoms id his countenance. Thd 
^^Slor now began a iecotid formal fpeeeh, in 
yhich he declaiiped igaibft ail levity of con* 
>{erfation,*udwhatisufually galled mirth.. He 
(aid, ' Th^re were' amufements fitted foi;

* and on the other a queen, with their guarcfs 

* and attendants ranged on both fides: to 

* them was introduced an ambaflkdor, which 

* part Socrates always nfed to perform him- 

* lelf; and when h^ was led up to the foot- 

* fteps of the throne, he addrefled himfelf td 
"* the monarchs in fome grave fpeech, full of 

* virtue, and goodnefs, and morality, an4 

* fuch like. After which he was feated bc- 

* tween tlie king and queen, and royally ei^- 

* tertained. This I think was the chief part. 

* — Pei4iaj3s, I may have forgot fome parti- 

* culars; for it is long fince I read h? 
Adams faid, * It was indeed a direriion wor- 

* thy the relaxation of fb great a man ; and 

* thought fomething refembling it fliould be 

* inftituted among our great men, inftead of 

* cards and other idle paftimes, in which, he 
' was informed, they trifled away too much 

* of their lives.* He added, * The Chriftian 
.^ religion was a nobler fubjefl for thefe 

* fpeecfaes than any Socrates could have in- 

* vented.' The gentleman of the houfe ap- 
proved what Mr Adams faid, and declared, 

* he was refolved to perform the ceremony 

* this very evening.' To which the dodlor 
obje^fted, as no one was prepared with a 

' fpeech, « unlefif,' faid he, (t-iifning to Adams, 
with a gravity of countenance which would 
liave deceived a more knowing man,) « you 
^ b4ve a fermpn about7ou, Do<ftor.-— ' Sir/ 
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fays Adams, • I never travel without one^ 
* for fear of what may happen/ H^ was' 
caQiy prevailed on by bis worthy friend, as 
he now called the dodor, to undertake the 
part of the ambailador ^ fo that the gentle- 
man fent immediate orders to have the throne 
oreded; which was performed before they 
liad drank two bottles : and perhaps the rea- 
der will hereafter have no great reafon to 
admire the nimbUnefs of the fervants. In- 
deed, to confcfs the truth, the throne was no 
more than this : there was a great tub of 
water provided, on each fide of which were-

*. I have often been as maeh furprifed as yot* 

* are, when I confidcrthe value which man-^ 

* kind in general fet on riches ; fince every 

* day*s experience (hews us how little is ill 

* their power ; for what indeed truly defire- 
' able can they bcfto w on us ? Can they giv^ 

* beauty to the deformed, ftrength to thd

* they could, we ihould not fee fo many ilU 

* favoured faces haunting the aflembties of

* gyman/ *• No truly/ anfwered the other** 
(Indeed he was a pried of the church of 
Rome; but thofe who underftand our laws^ 
T^tll not wonder lie was »ot over-ready t(J 
^wn it.) * Whatever you are/ cries Adam»^ 

* you have fpeken my featiments : I believe 

* 1 have preached every fyllable of yout 

* fpeech twenty times over: for it hath al- 

* ways appeared to me eafier for a cablet 

* rope (which by the way is the true render* 

* ing of that word we have tranflatcd Ca* 

* mcl) to go through the eye of a needle; 

* than for a rich man to get into the king* 

* dom of heaven.*^ * That, Sir/ faid the 
Other, ' will be eafily granted you by divines; 
^ and is deplorably true : but as the profpedt 

* of our good at a diftance doth not fo for* 
^ cibly alfe^t us, it might be of foroe fervice 

* to mankind to be made thoroughly fenfibla^ 
5 which I, think they might be with ver]^ 
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* little ferious attention, tliat even the bkf-^ 
' dngs of this^ world are not to be pvijcbaf<d 

* with riches. A doftrinc, in my opinion,' 
*■ not only jcnetaphyficaHy,. but,, i^ I may fo

* for nothing fo much as for gold.^ Adam9 
now began a long difcourfe ; but as moft 
which he faid occurs among many author^ 
who have treated this fubjed, I ihall omit in- 
ferting it..

* lend me the money, 1 am contented.* • Sir,* 
cries Adams, • if I had the greateft fum ia 
*^ the world ; ay if I had ten pounds about 

* me, I would beftow it all to refcue any 
*• Chriftian from diftrefs. I am more vexed at 

* my lofs on your account than my own. Was 

* ever any thing fo unlucky?, becaufe 1 have 

* no money in- my pocket, I (hall be fufpc^d 

* to be no Chriftian.' • I am more unlucky'^, 
quoth the other, • if you are as generous aft 

* you fay : for really a crown would- have 

* made me happy, and conveyed me in plenty 

* to the. place I am going, which is not above 

* twenty miles off, and where! can arrive by 

* to-riiorrow night. I aflure you I- am not 

* accuftomed to travel pennylefs. lam but 

* juft arrived tn England; and we were forced 

* by a ftorm in our paffage, to throw all we 

* had over-board. I don't fufpc6t but this.- 

* fellow will take my word for the trifle I 
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* owe him ; but I hate to appear fo mean a0 

* to confefs oayfelf without a {billing to fuch 

* people: for thefe, and indeed too tnany 
« others, know little difference in their efti- 

* mation between a beggar and a thief.' 
However, he thought he ibould deal better 
with the hoft that evening than the next 
morning; he therefore refolved to fet out 
immediacely, notwithilaading the darkneis ^ 
and, accordingly, as foon as the hoft return* 
cd, he cooKnunicated'to hioi the (i(aation o£

IT was almoft morning, when Jofeph An- 
drews, whofe eyes the thoughts of his 
dear Fanny had opened, as he lay fondly 
meditating on that lovely creature, heard a 
violent knocking at the door over which he 
lay. He prefently jumped out of bed, and 
opening the window, was aflted, if there 
were no travellers in thehoufe ? and prefent- 
ly, by another voice. If two men and a 
young woman had not taken up there their 
lodging that night ? Though he knew not 
die .voices, he began to entertain a fufpiciott 
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of the truth; for indeed he bad rec^ve<I 
ibrne information from one of the fcrvants 
of the fquire's houfe, of his defign ; and an<» 
fwered in the negative. One of the fervants> 
who knew the hoft weU, called out to him 
by his name, juft as he had opercd another 
windQWj and afked him the fame queftion^ 
to which he anfwered, in the affirmative. 

* O ho !' faid another; * have we found you?* 
and ordered the hoft to come down and open 
bis door. Fanny, who was as wakeful a$ 
Jofeph, no fooner heard all this,*^than £h« 
leaped from her bed, and haftily putting on 
her gown and petticoats, ran as faft as pof^ 
lible to Jofeph's room, who then was almoft 
drefled: he immediately let her in, and em^ 
bracing her with the moft paffionate tender* 
nefs, bid her fear nothing, for that he would 
die in her defence. • Is that a reafon why 
^ I fhould not fear,* fays ftie, • when 1 (hould 
« lofe what is dearer to me tKin the whole 

♦ world ?* Joieph then kifTing her hand, faid 
he could almoft thank the occafion v.hich 
had extorted from her a tendernefs (he would 
never indulge him with before. He then 
ran and waked his bedfellow Adams, who 
was yet faft alleep, notwit'laftanding many 
calls from Jofeph ; but was no fooner made 
fenfiblc of the danger, than he leaped from 
his bed, without confidering the prefence of 
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Fanny-, who hailily turned her face from him, 
and enjoyed a double benefit froai the dark, 
vhtch as it would have prevented any of- 
fence to an innocence lefs pui^e, or a modefty 
kfs delicate, fo it concealed even thofe bluihes 
which were raifed in her, 

Adams had foon put on all his cloaths but 
his breeches, which in the hurry he forgot; 
however, they were pretty well fupplied by 
the length of his other garments : and now 
the houfe-door being opened, the captain, 
the poet, the player, and three fervi^nts came 
in. rhe captain told the hoik, that two fel- 
lows who were in his houfe, had run away 
with a young woman ; and defired to /now 
in which room fhe lay. The hoft, who pre- 
fently believed the ftory, diredled them, and 
inftantly the captain and poet, joftiing one 
another, ran up. The poet, who was the 
aimbleit, entering the chamber firft, fearched 
the bed and every other part, but to no pur- 
pofe; the bird was flown, as the impatient 
reader, who might otherwife have been in 
pain for her, was before advertifed. They 
then inquired where the men lay, and were 
approaching the chamber, when Jofeph 
roared out in a loud voice, that he would 
fhoot xhe fird man who oflTered to attack the 
door. The captain inquired what fire-arms 
they had ? to which the holt aafweredj he

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'believed they had none ; nay, he was almofC 
convinced of it : for he had heard one afk 
the other in the evening, what they fhould 
have done, if they had been overtaken wbea 
they had no arms? to which the other an- 
fwered, they would have defended themselves 
with their fticks as long as they were able, 
and God would affift a juft caufe. This fa- 
tisfied the captain, but not the poet, who 
prudently retreated down ftairs, faying, it 
- was his bufinefs to record great a(ftions, and 
not to do them. The captain was no fooner 
well fatisfied that ther^ were no fire-arms, 
than bidding defiance to gunpowder, and 
fwearing he loved the fmell of it, he ordered 
the ferrants to follow him, and marching 
boldly up, immediately attempted to force 
the door, which the fervants foon helped him 
to accompli fli. When it was opened, they 
difcovered the enemy drawn up three deep ; 
Adams in the front, and Fanny in the rear. 
The captain told Adams, that if they would 
go all back to the houfe again, they fhould 
be civilly treated : but unlefs they confented, 
he had orders to carry the young lady with 
him, whom there was great reafon to believe 
they had ftolen from her .parents ; for nol-t 
withftanding her difguife, her air, which (be 
could not conceal, fufficiently difcovered her 
jikth to be infinitely fuperior to theirs, Fanny 
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Curftinff into tear$^ folemaly affiired him he 
wasmmak^n; that (he was a poor helplefs^ 
foundlihg^ and had ao relation in the world 
which (he kaew of; a&d throwing herfelf oa 
^erksees» begged that he would not attempt 
to take her from her friends, who, (he was 
convineed, would die before they would lofe 
her; which Adams confirmed wkh words 
not far from amounting to an oath. The 
captain fwore he had no leifure to talk, and 
bidding them thank themfelves for what hap- 
pened, he ordered the fervants to fall on, at 
the fame time endeavouring to pafsby Adams, 
in order to lay hold on Fanny ; but the parfon 
interrupting him, received a blow from one 
of them, which, without confidcring whence 
it came, he returned to the captain, and gave 
him.fo dextrous, a knock in that part of the. 
Itomachy whiab is vulgarly called the pit, 
thair he . ftaggered feme p^ces backwards* 
The captain, who was notaccuUomed to this 
kind of p4ay, and who wifely apprehended 
the confequence of fuch another blow, two 
of them feeming to him equal to a thruft 
through the body, drew forth his. hanger, as 
Adams approached hipa, and was levelling a 
blow at kiis head^ which would probably 
have fxienced the preacher for ever, had not. 
Jofeph in that inftant lifted up a certaiii. 
iugftlloac-pot of the chamber with pne hancL, 
^ M 2 -^ ^ 
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'w^hich fix beaus could not have lifted whft 
both, and difdiarged it, together with the 
content?, full in the captain's face. The up* 
liTted hanger dropped from his hand, and he 
fell proftrate on the floor with a lumpiili 
noife, and his halfpence rattled in his pockety 
the red liquor which his veins contained, and 
the white liquor which the pot contained, 
ran in one ftream down his face and hii 
clothes. Nor had Adams quite efcaped^ 
fome of the water having in its paffage fhed 
its honours on his head, and began to trickle 
down the wrinkles or rather furrows of his 
cheeks, when one of the fervants fnatching 
a mop out of a pail of water which had al- 
ready done its duty in waflaing the houfe-, 
puflied it in the parfon's face; yet could he 
not bear him down ; for the parfon wrefting 
the mop from the fellow with one hand^ 
with the other brought h4s enemy a$ low ai 
the earth, having given him a ftroke over that 
part of the face, where, in fome men of plea- 
fure, the natural and artificial nofes are con- 
joined. 

Hitherto Fortune feemed to incline the 
vi<flory on the traveller's fide^ when, accord- 
ing^ to her cuftom, fbe began to (hew the 
ficklenefs of her difpofition : for now the 
hoft entering the field, or rather chamber of 
battle, flew dire<5lly at Jofeph» and darting 
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rliis bi^ad bto his ftomach (for he was a (lout 
fellow^ and an expert bo^iper) almoft daggered 
him ; but Jofeph ileppiug one leg back, did 
with his left hand fo chuck him under tl^e 
ehin that he reeled. The youth was purfu* 
iiig his blow with his right hand, when he 
H9$^ived from one of the Servants fuch a. 
ftroke with a cudgel on his temples, that it 
4iiftant}y deprived him of fenfe, and he raea- 
£ared his length on the ground. 

Fapny rent tlu air with her cries, and 
Adams was coming to the afiiftance of Jo- 
seph : but th« two ferving-men and the hoft: 
now fell on him, and foon fubdued him, tho' 
be fought like a madman,^ and looked fo 
bjaclk with the impreffiops he had received 
from rfie mop, that Don Quixote would cer- 
tainly have taken him for an inchanted Moor,. 
But now follows the moft tragical part; for 
file captain was rifen again, and feeing Jo- 
feph on the floor, and Adams fecured, he 
ihftantly laid hold on Fanny, and with the 
affiftance of the poet and player, who hear 
ihg the battle was over, were now come up 
dragged her, crying and tearing her hair, 
from the fight of her Jofeph, and with a 
perfedl deafnefs to all her intreaties, carried; 
her down ftairs by violence, and fattened her- 
dii.th& player's horfe ; aud the captain mountp- 
Mi. 



% 
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ing his own, and leading that on which thfe - 
poor miferable wretch was, departed whh*- 
out any more confideration of her cries- than 
a butcher hath of thofe of a lamb: for in- 
deed his thoughts were entertained only with 
the degree of favour which he promifed 
himfelf from the fquire on thefuceefs of this, 
adventure. 

The fervants, who were ordered te fecure 
Adams and Jofeph as fafe as poffible, that 
the fquire might receive no interruption to 
his defign on poor Fa^ny, immediately, by 
the poet's advice, tied Adams to one of the 
bed-pofts^ as they did Jofeph on the other 
fide, as fdon as they could bring him to him- 
felf ; and then leaving them together, back 
to back, and defiring the hoft not to let them 
at liberty, nor to go near them till he had 
further orders, they departed towards their 
inafter ; but happened to take a diflPerent 
road from that which the Captain had fkllea. 
into. 
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CHAP. X. 

A dlfcoutfe letiuecn the poet and player ; of 
tjo other ufe in this hijiory, but to divert the 
reader* 

BEFORE we proceed any farther in 
this tragedy, T^^e iball leave Mr Jofeph 
and Mr Adams to themiel-ves, and imitate 
the wffe Gondnftors of the ftage; who, in 
the midft- ©f -a grave adion, entertain you 
with fome excellent piece of fatire or hu- 
mour caHed a dance. Which 'piece, indeed, 
is therefore danced, and not fpoke, as it is 
delivered to* the audience by p*rfons whofe 
thinking faculty k hy moft people held to ly 
in their heels ; and to whonj, as well as he- 
roes, who thrak with their hands, nature 
hath only given heads for the fake of confor- 
mity, and as they are of ufe in dancing, to 
hang their hats on^ 

T-he poet, addreiling the player, proceeded 

thus : * As C W'ds faying,* (for they hrfd been 

^ at this difcotirfe ali the time of the engage- 

. ment above ftairs), « the reafon you have no 

♦ good new pkiys is evident ; it is from your 

* difcouragement of authors. Gentlemen 

• will not write. Sir, they will not wriie 

* without the expeftation of fame or profit^ 

• or perhaps both. • Plays are like trc^sj 
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* which will not grow without nouriflimcnt;- 

* but like mufliroo^^s, they fhoot up fponta— 

* neoufly, as it were, in a rich foil. The 

* mufes, like vines, may be pruned, but not 

* with a hatchet. The town, like a pecvilh' 

* child, knows not what it defines, and is al- 

* ways beft picuifed with a rattle. A farce* 
•• writer hath indeed fome chance for fnc- 
^ cefs ; but (hey have lod all tafle for thq 

* fublinae. Though I believe one reafon of. 
*• their depravity is the badnefs of the a^ors^ 
*^ If a man writes like an angel,' Sir, thofo. 

* fellorWs know not hovy to give a fentiment. 

* utterance.* • Not fo faft,* fays the. player, 

* the modern a£l0rs are as good at leaft a$ 

* their authors, nay, they come nearer their 
^ iiloArieos predeceiTors^; and I expe<5i; a 
' Booth on the ilage again, fooner than a. 
^ Shakefpeare or an Gtway; and indeed! 

* may turn your obfervations againft you, and- 

* with truth fay, that the reafon no authors 

* sire encouraged, is, becaufe we have no 

* good new plays.' * I have pot affirmed 
f the contrary,' faid the poet } • but I ao^ 
♦■ furprifed you grow fo warm ; you cannot 
^ imagine youtfelf interefted i^ this difpute | , 

* I hope you have a better opinion of my 

* tafte, than to apprehenct I fquinted at your* 

* feif. Ko, Sir, if we had fix fuch a^prs as 
t 7ou> .wt fliould foon rival the B^^tertont: 
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a64 Sandfords of former times ; for, wlth^ 
out a compliment to you, I think it im^ 
po(nb]e for any one to have excelled you in 
moft of your parts: nay, it is a folemn 
truth, and 1 have heard many, and all 
great judges, cxprefs as much; and you 
will pardon me if 1 tell you, I think every 
time 1 have feen you lately, you have con* 
ftantly acquired fome new excellence, like 
a fnowball--*' '-You have deceived me ia 
my eftimation of perfection, and have out- 
done what I thoii^t inimitable.* * You 
are as little interefted,' anfwered the play- 
er, • in what I have . faid of other poets ; 
for d — n me, if there are not many ftrokes, 
ay, whole fcenes in your laft tragedy, which 
at leaft equal Shakefpeare, There is a de* 
licacy of ientiment, a dignity of expreflioii 
in it, which I will own many of our gentler- 
men did not do adequate juftice to. To 
confefs the truth, they are bad enough, 
and I pity an author who is prefent at the 
murder of his works.' — * Nay, it is but 
feldom that it can happen,* returned the 
poet ; * the works of moft modem authors*, 
like dead-bom children, cannot be murder*. 
ed. It is fuch wretched, half-begottenv 
half-writ, lifelefs, fpiritlefs, low, groveling 
ftufF, thet I almoft pity the a<aor who is 
;> obliged to get it by. hearty . which muft.ba 
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* almoft as difficult to retnember a6 ii$ord9^ 

* in a language you do not underitai^d*' * I 

* am fure/ faid the player, • if the fentences 

* have little meaning when they are writ, 
' when they are fpoken. they have lefs. I 

* know fcarce one who evejr lays an emphafis 

* right, and much lefs adapts his adibn to- 

* his chara<5ler. I have feen a tender lover- 

* in an attitude of fighting with his miftrefs, 

* and a brave hero fulng to his enemy with 

* his fword m his hand !-*-! don't care to 

* abufe fny profefilbn; but rot me, if in my. 

* heart 1 am nojt inclined to the poet's fide/ 
' it is rather generous in you than juft,' faid 
the poet ; * and though 1 hate to fpeak ill^ 

* of any perfon's produ^ion ; nay, I never 
*- do it, nor will-— but yet,^ to do juftice to 

* the adtors, what could Booth or Hettettjoa 

* have made of fuch horrible ftuff as Fen* 
f ton's Mariamne, Frond's Philotas, or Mai*- 

* let*s Eiirydice, or thpfc low, dirty, laii 

* dying fpeeches, which a fellow in the city 

* or Wapping, yoUr Dillo or LHlo, what 

* was his naiiie, called Tragedies ?'— * Very 

* welii'. f»ys the. player, * and pray, what do 
*. you think of fuch fellows as Quin and De* 

* lane, oi: that face- making puppy young 

* Gibber, thdt, ill*look'd dog Macklin, or 
' that faiiey flut Mrs Clive? What work 
^^would they .in,akje. with your Shakcfpeares^ 
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^ Otwnys, and Lees ? How would thofc har« 
^ monions Hnes of the lafl <:oine from their 
^ tongues?

*. All pomp when thou art by — far be the boiTc 

* Of kings and crowns from us, wbofe geiktie fbult 

* Our kinder fates have ftecr'd another way. 
. * Free as the forcft birds we'll pair together, 

^ Without rememb'riog who our father!* were* 

* Fly to the arbours, grots, or flow'ry meads^ 
^ There in foft murmurs interchange our fonls, 

* Together drink the cry ftal of the flrcam, 

* Or taftc the yellow truit whJcb Autumn yields;

* your not fpeaking it,* faid the poet. * You 

* was out, and then they hifs*d.* — * They 

* hifs'd, and then I was out, if I remember,' 
anfvvered the player; * and I mull fay this 

* for myfelf, that the whole audience allow- 
« ed I did your part juftice: fo don*t lay the 
« damnation of your play to my account.' 

* I don't know what you mean by damiia- 

* tlon,* replied the poet, ' Why, you know 
« it was aded but ^ne night,' cried the play- 
er ' No,' faid the poet, « you and the whole 

* town were my enemies ; the pit were all my 

* enemies ; fellows that would cut my throat, 

* if the fear of hanging did not reftrain them. 
« All tailors, Sir, all tailors.*— « Why (hottld 

* the tailors Se fo angry witji you ?* cries the 
player. ' I fuppofe you don't employ fo ma.- 

* ny in making your c1 oaths.' * I admit your 

* J eft,* anfwered the poet ; * but you remem- 
< ber the affair as well as myfelf; you know 

* there was a party in the pit and upper gal- 

* lery would not fuflFer it to be given out a- 

* gain; tho^ much, ay infinitely the majo- 

* rity, all the boxes in particular, were deii- 

* reus of it ; nay, moil of the ladies fwore 

* they never would come to the houfe till it 
f was a(3:ed again. Indeed I mud owa

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"* their policy was good, in not letting it be 

* given out a fecoad time ; for the rafcals 

* knew, if it had gone a fecondnight, it would 
« have run fifty : for if ever there was diftre6 
« in a tragedy — I am not fond of my own 

* i^erforman<re ; but if 1 ihould tell you what 

* the bed judges faid of it. Nor was it en- 

* tirely owing to my enemies neither, that it 

* did not fucceed on the ftage as well as it 
'* hath fmce among the polite readers ; for 

* you can't fay it had juftice done it by the 

* performers.' — * I think,' aniVered the 
player, * the performers did the dillrefs of 

* it juftice : for I am fure we were in diftrefs 

* enough, who were pelted with oranges all 

* the laft acft; we all imagined it would have 

* been the laft a(5l of our lives.' 

The poet, vvhofe fury was now raifed, had 
juft attempted to anfwer, when they were in- 
terrupted, and an end put to their difcourfe 
by an accident ; which if the reader is impa- 
tient to know, he muft ikip over the next 
chapter, which is a fort of counterpart to 
this, and contains fome of the beft and gra- 
ved matters in the whole book, being a dif- 
tourfe between Farfou Abraham Adams and 
^Ir Jofeph Andrews.

iC^ntaining the exhortations of Par/on Adams 
to hh friend in affiidion ; calculated for 
the inftru6iion and improvement of tht

JOSEPH no fooner came perfedly to 
'himfelf, than perceiving his miftrefs gone, 
;he bewailed her lofs with groans, which 
would have pierced any heart but thofe 
which are polTeired by fome people, and are 
made of a certain compofition, not unlike 
^int in its hardnefs, and other properties ; 
for you may ftrikefire from them, which will 
dart through the eyes, but they can never 
diftii one drop of water the fame way.

't)wn, poor youth, was of a fofter compofition;

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* infinitely more learning than you are ma- 

* ftcr of to refift tliem : but it is the bufinfefs. 

* of a man and a Chriftian, to fummon rea- 

* fon as quickly as he can to his aid ; and 
« (be will prefently teach him patience and 
*^ fubmiffion. Be comforted, therefore, child^ 

* 1 fay be comforted. It is true you have 

* loft the prettic'ft, kindeft, lovelieft, fweetcft 

* young woman, one with whom youcoighi; 

* have expefted to have lived in happineis, 

* virtue and innocence ; by whom you might? 

* havepromifed yourfelf many little darlings,. 
*■ who would have been the delight of youp 

* youth, and the comfort of your age. Yoii 

* have not only loft her, bat have reafon to 

* fear the utmoft violence which luft and 

* power can infliA upon her. Now indeed 
*' you may caiily raife ideas of horror, which 
*'■ might drive you~ to defpair.' — * O I (halt 

* run mad,' cries Jofeph. * O that I could 

* but command my hands to tear my eyes 

* out, and my flcfh off.' — * If you would ufe 

* them to fu£h purpofes, I am glad yoii 

* can't,' anfwered Adams. *.I have ftated 

* your misfortune as ftrong as I poflibly can; 
*• but, on the other fide, you are to conlider 

* you are a Chriftian; that no accident hap- 
^ pens to us without the divine pcrmiiGon, 

* and that it is the duty of a man and a Chri* 
*i fljaa (o fabmit* We did not make. QW^ 
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* felves ; but the fame power which mzde 

* us, rules over us, and we are abfolutely 
« at his difpofal ; he may do with us \yhac 
« he pleafes, nor have we any right to com- 

* pIuiA. A fecond reafon againft our com-. 

* plaint is our ignorance; for as we know 
*■ not future events, fo neither can we tell to 
« what purpoic any accident tends ; and that 

* which at firft threatens us with eviJ, may 

* in the end produce our good. 1 fhouJd 

* indeed have faid our ignorance is twofold 

* (but I have not at prefent time to divide 

* properly;) for as we know not to whatr 

* purpofe any event is ultimately diredted,- 

* fo neither can we affirm from what caufc 
' it originally fprung. You are a man, and 

* confequently a ftnner; and this may be ar 

* punifhment to you for your fins ; indeed in* 

* this fenfe it may be efteemed as a good,-

* have not fpoken one word of comfort to 

* me yet,' returned Jofeph* * No I*, cries 
Adams, ' What am I then doing ? what can^ 
*■ I fay to comfort you ?* * O tell me,* cries 
Jofeph, 'that Fanny will efcapeback to my 
-'arms, that they (hall again inciofe that 
*• lovely creature, with all her fweetnefs, alL 

* her untainted innocence about her.' . 

•'Why, perhaps you may,' cries Adams;. 

* but I can't promife you what's to come.- 

* You muft with perfcdb refignation wait the 

* event; if fhe be reftored to you again, it 
*■ is your duty to be thankful, and fo it is if 
*- Ihe be not : Jofeph, if you are wife, and 

* truly know your own intereft, you will 
*• peaceably and quietly fubmit to all the 
•* difpeniations of Providence, being tho- 
** roughly aiTu red, that all the mi^fortunef,. 

* how great foever, which happen to the 
.*« righteous,- happen to them for tlieir good. 

* — Nay, it is not your, intereft only, but: 
^- ^our duty to abttatn from- immaderatej 
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* grief; which, if you indulge, 700 are not 

* worthy the name of a Chriftian.' H^ 

fpoke thefe la ft words with au accent a little 
feverer than ufual; upon which Jofeph beg- 
ged him not to be angry, f^ing, he -miftook 
him, if he thought he denied it was his duty; 
for he had known that long ago. ^ What 
' fignifies knowing your duty, if you do not 
^ perform it?* anfwcred Adams. ' Your 

* knowledge encreafes your guilt-; — -/-G 

* Jofeph, 1 never thought you had this ftuh- 

* bornnefs in your mind.' Jofeph replied*,. 

* he fancied he mifunderftood him; which I 
*: aiTure you,' fays he, * you do, if you ima*- 
*- gine I endeavour to grieve ; upon my foul 

* 1 don't.' Adams rebuked him for fwean- 
ing, and then proceeded to enlarge on the 
folly of grief, telling him, all the wife men 
and philofophers, even among th^ heathens, 
had written againft it, quoting feveral pa^ 
fages from Seneca, and the Confolation, 
which though, it was not Gicero's, was, he 
faid, as good almoft as any of his works ; and 
concluded all by hinting, that immoderate 
grief in this cafe might in^enfe that power 
which alone could reftore him his Fanny. 
This reafon, or indeed rather the idea which 
it raifed of the reftoration of his miftrefs, had- 
more effeiSl than all which the parfon had 
faid before; a^d. for a momeA,t abated bk 
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agonies; but when his fears fufEciently fet 
before his eyas the danger that poor creature 
was in, his grief returned again with repeat- 
ed violence, nor coald Adams in the leafi af- 
fwage it; though it may be doubted in his 
behalf, whether Socrates hiinfclf could haTre 
prevailed any better. 

. They remained, fometime in iilence: and 
groans and fighs iflued from them both; at 
length Jofeph burft out in the following for 
hloquy : 

• Yes, I will bear my fdrrows like a man^. 
' But I niuftalfo feel them. as a man; 

'I cannot but remember fiich things were, 

* And were moft dcax tome.* 

Adams afked him what ftuflp that was hfe 

repeated? To which he^anfwered, they 

were fome. lines he had gotten by heart out 
of a play — * Ay, there is nothing but hea- 

* thenifm to be learned from plays,' replied 
he : •- — * I liever heard of any plays fit for a 
•' Chriftian to read but Cato and the Coa- 

* fcious Lovers ; and I muft own,.in the lat- 

* ter, there are fome things aJmoft Solemn 

* enough for a fermon.' But we fhall now 
leave them a little, and enquire after the 
fubjed. of their converfation. . 
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CHAP. xn. 

More adventuress'which ive hope nvsll as much'- 
pi safe as furprife the reader* V 

NEITHER tkc facetious dialogue 
which paflcd between the poet and 
the player, nor the grave and truly folemn 
Jifcourfe o£ Mr Adams, will, we conceiTe,.. 
•make the reader fufficient 'amends for the 
anxiety which he muft have felt on the ac- 
count of poor Fanny, whom we left in fb de- 
plorable a condition. We Ihall iherefore 
now proceed to the relation of what had-, 
happened to that beautiful and innocent vir- 
gin, after ihe fell into the. wicked hands of 
the captain. 

The man of war having conveyed hrs 
charming, prize out of the inn a little before, 
day, made the utmoft expedition in his power 
towards the Sc^ire's houfe, where this deli- 
cate creature was to be oflFered up a facrificc 
to the luft of a ravifher. He was not only 
deaf to all her bewailings and. entreaties on 
the road, but accofted her ears with impu-^ 
rities, which, having been, never before ac- 
"cuftomed to them, Ihe happily for herfelf 
very little underftood. At laft he changed 
his note, andattempted to foothe and molify 
hereby fetting, forth the fpiendor and Iuxufjt 
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•which would be her fortune with a man who 
would have the inclination, and power, too, 
to give her whatever her utmoft wilhes could 
defire ; and told her he doubted not but fhe 
would foon^look kinder on him, as the inftru- 
ment of her happinefs, and defpife that pitiful 
fellow, whom her ignorance could only make 
her fond of. She anfwered, She knew not 
whom he meant; Ihe never was fond of any 
pitiful fellow. * Are you affronted, Madam/ 
fays he, * at my calling him fo ? but what 
•better can be faid of one in a livery, not* 

* withftanding your fondnefs for him?* Sh« 
returned, That fhe did not underftand him 5 
that the man had been her fellow-fervantv 
and ihe believed was as honeft a creature as 
any alive ; but as for fondnefs for men*— 

* I warrant ye,* cries the captain, * we fhall 

* find means to perfuade you to be fond; 

* and I advife you to yield to gentle ones ; 

* for you- may be aflured that it is not in. 
« your power, by any ftruggles whatever, to- 

* preferve your virginity two hours longer; 

* It will be your intereft to confent ; for th« 
^ Squire will be much kinder to you, if h« 
« enjoys you willingly than^ by force.' — At 
■which words fhe began to call, aloud for af» 
fiftance, (for it was now open day), but find* 
ihg. none, fhe lifted her eyes up to heaven, 
aad fupplicated the Divine ^ffiHance to pro 
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fcrve her innocence. The captain fold beiv 
If (he perfifted in her vociferacion, he would 
find a means of flopping her mouth. And 
now the poor wretch, perceiving ;io hopes of 
fuccour, abandoned herfelf to defpair, and 
fighing out the name of Jofejrfi ! Jofeph ! a 
river of tears ran down her lovely cheeks, and 
wet the handkerchief which covered her bo- 
fom, A horfeman now appeared in the road»- 
upon which the captain threatened her vie- 
Jently if (he complained : however, the mo- 
ment they approached each other, fhe begged 
him with the utmolt earneftnefs to relieve a 
diflreflfed creature who was in the hands of 
a ravilher. The fellow ftopped at thofe 
words; but the captain aflured him it was 
his wife, and Chat he was carrying her home 
from her adulterer: which io iati«fied the.- 
fellow, who was an old one, (and perhaps a 
married one too), that he wifbed him a good, 
journey, and rode on. He was no fooner- 
paft, than the captain abufed her violently 
ibr breaking h\s commands, and threatened 
to gagg her, when two more horfemen, arm« 
ed with piftols, came into the road juft be- 
fore them. She again folicited their aflift-. 
ance, and the captain told the fame (lory as 
before. Upon which one faid to the other,. 
r- — * That's a charming wcncji, Jack ! t

* cv€r he is.' But the other, inflead of an- 
fwering him, cried out eagerly, * Zounds, I 
^ know her !* and then turniog to her, faid, 

* Sure you are not Fanny Goodwill !*— -* In- 

* deed, indeed I am,' ftie cried—* O John, I 

* know you now - Heaven hath fen t you 

* to my affiftance, to deUver me from this 

* wicked man, who is carrying me away for 

* his vile purpores-*-0, for God's fake, refcuc 

* me from himl ' A fierce dialogue immediate- 
ly enfued between the captain and thefe two 
men, who being both armed v?ith piftcls, 
and the chariot which they attended -being 
430W arrived, the captain faw both force and 
ftratagem were vain, and endeavoured to 
make his efcape; in which, however, he 
could not fucceed. The gentfeman who rode 
'in the chariot, ordered it to fk)p, and, with 
an air of authority, examined into the merits 
ofthecaufc; of which, being ad vertifed by 
Fanny, whofe credit was confirmed by the 
fellow who knew her, he ordered the captain, 
^ho was all b^loody from his encounter at 
the inn, to be conveyed as a priibner behind 
the chariot, and very gallantly took Fanny 
into it; for, to fay the truth, this gentleman 
(who was no other than the celebrated Mr 
Peter Pounce, and who preceded the Lady 
Booby only a few miles, by fetting out ear- 
lier in the morning), was a very gallant per- 
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Ion, and loved a pretty girl better than anf 
thing, befides his own money, or the money 
of other people. 

The chariot now proceeded towards the 
inn, which, as Fanny was informed, lay ia 
their way, and where it arrived at the very 
time when the poet and player were difput- 
ing below ftairs, and Adams and Jofeph 
vere difcourfing back to back above: juft 
at that period to which we brought them 
both in the two preceding chapters, the cha- 
riot ftopt at the door, and in an inftant Fan- 
ny leaping from it, ran up to her Jofeph. — 
O reader, conceive, if thou canft, the joy 
which fired the breads of thefe lovers on this 
meeting ; and if thy owji heart doth not fym- 
pathetically aflill thee in this conception, I 
pity thee fmcerely from my own : for let the 
hard-hearted villain know this, that there \s 
a pleafure in a tender fenfation beyond any 
which he is capable of tailing. 

Peter being informed by Fanny of the pre- 
fence of Adams, ftopt to fee him, and receive 
his homage ; for, as Peter was an hypocrite^ 
a fort of people whom Mr Adams never faw 
through, the one paid that refpedl to his 
feeming goodnefs which the other believed 
to be paid to. his riches; hence Mr Adams 
was fo much his favourite, that he once lent 
him four pounds thirteen (hillings and fix- 
2 
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J^face, to pfevcut his going to goal, on no 
greater fefurity than a bond and judgmentj 
'which probubly he would have made no ufe 
6{, though the mon«y had not been (as it 
was) paid exa£Hy at the time. 

It is not perhaps eafy to defcrib« the figurd 
of Adams ; he had rifen in fuch a hurry^ 
that he hadt>n neither breeches^ garters, not 
ftockings ; nor had he taken from his head 
a red fpotted handkerchief, which by night 
bound his wig, turned iniide out, around his 
head, fie had on his torn caiTock, and his- 
greatcoat; but as the remainder of his calTock- 
hung down - below his great Coat, fo jdid a 
fmall ftrlpe of white, or rather whitifh linen, 
appear belo w that ; to which we may add 
the (everal colours which appeared on his 
face, where a long pifs-bumt beard ferved to 
retain the liqut)r of the ftone pot, and that 
ef a blacker hue which diftilled from the 
mop.

him with a decent.aumber of fools and block- 
heads ; aOced him ivhy he did not confult 
her ; and told him, he would never leave 
jfolh}wiAg the noniendcal dictates of his owa 
ajumfcuU, till flieand h^r family were ruined. 
. Jo&phbeinginformed of the captain's arri- 
-^a^aadieeing bis Fanny now in fafety, quitted 
her a moment, aad running down Hairs, went 
dire^ly to him, and dripping off his coat, 
challenged him to fight ; but the captain re- 
rfofed, faying, he did not underhand boxings 
, We, then grafped a cudgel in one hand, and 
patching the captain by the collar with the 
.•Other, gave him a moft fevere drubbing.^ 
4ad ended with telling him, he had now had

irevenge is foon fattsfied) being fuffiticntlf 
contented with the dmiWjing which Jofeph.

to go off, which he did, threatemilg a fevert 
«evenge agatnft Jofeph, which I h&wt. ncTet 
heard he thought proper t© take; 

The mifti-efs of the howfe msldeher volbn^ 
tary appearance before^ Mr Pounce, and witfc* 
n thouiand ciirtfies told him,. She hoped hi^ 
Honour would pardon her hu/band, who 
was a very nonfenle man, for the fake of his 
poor family; that indexed if he could bt 
ruined alone, file fhouid be very* willing of 
It: for becaule,. as why,. hi^Worflitp verj^ 
well knew he deferved- it : but (be had three

work for thenv. She therefore hoped bil 
Ho^iour would take k into- his Worftip'ft 
conilderatfon, and forgive her ho (band this 
time; for (he was fure he never intended any 
iKuvn ta man, woman, or chiid.^ aod ]£ iil..

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.vas not for that block-head ol iiis own, tile 
jmau tu foine things was well enough ; for 
:lhe had had three children by bun in Jeis 
•than three years, and was alo^oil ^eady t#^ 
•cry out the fourth time. She would 'have 
proceeded in this manner much longer, had 
.vot Peter (lopped her tongue, by telling' her 
he had nothtDg to fay to her huiband, nor 
:Jier neither. So, as Adams and the reft had 
•affured her of forgivenefs, {he cried and curt* 
iied out of Uie room. 
. Mr Pounce was dcfirons that Fanny (hotild 
continue her journey with him^ in the chariot; 
but (he abfolutely refufed^ iaying, ihe would 
ride behind Jofeph, on a horfe which one of 
Lady Booby's fervants Lad equipped hrim 
with.

Perhaps, reader, thou haft, fecn a contcft? 
between two gentlemen j or twaladiesf Quickly 
decided, though they have both af&rted theyr 
would not eat fueh a nice-morfei, and each 
indfted on thc: other's accepting it; but, im 
reality, both were'vci7 defirous^to fwallowic 
tiiemfeWts.

. iiculariy the arrival of Mr Boohj aad JbU ' 
' Lady* 

AL L that nighty' and the n«rt day, the . 
Lady Booby pa^d with the uttnoft 
aniciety; her mind was di(lra<^ed, and her 
ibnl tofled up and down by many turbulent 
and oppofite pafficins. She loved, hated, pi- 
tted, fcorned, admired, defptfed the fame per* 
fons by fits, which changed m a very (hort ia^ 
terral.

* poor Jofeph hath done any thing, I could 

* venture to fwcar fhc traduced him in it? 

* few men ever come to fragrant punilhment, 

* but by thofe nafty creatures, who are a 

* fcandal to our fed.* Th& Lady was hq 
more pleafed at tliis news^ after a moment^ 
refl$(5lion, than Slipilop herfelf : for thougk 
(he wlfhed Fanny far enough, (he did not d^ 
fire the removal of Jofeph, efpecialiy witk 
her. She was puzi^led how to ^u^, or what 
to fay on. this oecaiion, when a coach and 
fix drove into the court, and a fervant ae?

.* defr-es to get thera out of the parilh ; fo 

* Lawyer Scout will give the conilable orders 
•* to let them run away if they pieafe ; but it 
^ feetns they intend to marry together, and 
'* the Lady hath no other means, as they are 

* legally fettled there, to prevent their bring- 

* ing an incumbrance on her o ^n pari lb.' 

* Well,' faid the Squire, * I will take care 

* my aunt fhall be fatisfied in this point ; 

* and likewife I promlfe you, Jofeph here 

* (hall never be an incumbrance on her. I 
« (hall be obliged to. you, theretbre, if, in- 
'* ftead of Bridewell, you would commit them 

* to my cullody.'--* O to be fure. Sir, if 

* you define it,' aufwered the Jufticc ; and 
without more ado, Jofeph and Fanny were 
delivered over to Squire Booby, whom Jo- 

^ feph very well knew j but little gnelfed how 
nearly he was related to him. The Juftic-e 
burnt his mittimus : the conftable was fcnt

This was a'ftroke of fortune beyond the 
Lady Booby's hopes or expetftation; fhe an- 
fwered him eagerly, ' Nephew, you know 

* how eafily I am prevailed on te do any 

* thing which Jofeph x^ndrews defires-Phoo,

* the whole world ihan't prevail on me. I 

* refent even the defire as an affront, and'— 
The Squire, who koew her inflexil>ility, in- 
terrupted her, by asking pardon, and promi- 
fmg not to nQeniion it more* He then retura- 
ed to Jofeph, and (be to Paaiela. He took 
Jofeph afide, and told him he would carry 
him to his fider; but could not prevail as yet 
for Fanny.

^ led good behaviour in fuch perfons* Every 
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< thing he doth, hath no mark of the bafe 

* motive of fear, biit vifibly fhows fom'e re 

* fpe<5l and gratitude, and carries with it the 

* perfuafion of love.- --And then for his vir- 

* tues; fuch piety to his parents, fuch tender 

* afFedion to, his lifter, fuch integrity in his 

* friendlliip, fuch bravery, fuch goodnefs, 

* that if he had been born a gent lemaiw, his 
« wife woLild have polfeffed tlie moft invahi- 

* able bieffing *— • To be fure, Ma'am,* faid 
Slipflop.— «* But as he is,* anfwered the Lady, 

* if he had a thoufand more good qualities, 

* it mufl: render a woman of fafliion con- 

* temptible even to be fufpeded of thinking 
« of him ; yes, I fhould delpife myfelf for 

* fuch a thought.' * To be fure, Ma'am^'. 
faid Sllpflop. * And why to be fure?* re^ 
pVied the Lady ; • thou art always one's echo, 

* Is he not more worthy of affedion than a 

* dirty country clown, though born of a fa-

* And yet thefe we mull condemn ourfelves

HA BiT, my good reader, katk fo vaft a 
preyaleoce ov&r the baman mind, that 
tiiere IS fcapce any thing, too ftrange or too . 
ilrong to be afferted ofit. The ftory of the- 
miier, wbo from long accctftomiRg to cheat 
others, came at laA to clieat himfeiCand with 
great delight and triumph picked his own 
pocket of a guiiiea to conyey to his h<iard, is 
jfiol impofilble or improbable.

«)f hatred we have feen taken, began to re* 
treat, the Lady hefltatcd-a moment, and 
thcQ iu: getting all the purpoi'tof her foli* 
loquy, diAnrflcd her Woman again, with or» 
ders to bid Tom attend her in the parloui^, 
%vhither (he naw haftencd to acquaint Pamela 
with the n«w$. Pamela faid, She conid not 
believe it : far i\u h^id li^ver heard that hei* 
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mother had loft a cliild, or that (he had ever 
had any more than Jofcph and herfelf. The 
lady flew into a violent rage with her, and 
talked of npftarts, and diibwning relations 
v^ho had fo lately been on a level with her* 
Pamela made no anfwer: but her hufband

'etiibraccd his- angel,, as he conceived her^ 
with great rapture. If he was'furpriied ac 

-receiving no anfwer, he was no leis piea- 
.ied to find his hug returned with equal ar- 
'dour. He remained not long in this fweet 
ccnfufion; for both he and his paramour 
-prefcncly difcovered tUeir error. Indeed i'c 
was no other than the accompliihed Slipflvip 
whom he had engaged; but tiiough ihc im- 
mediately knew the perfon whom ihe had. 
m- (taken for Joieph, he was atalofs to guefs 
at the repreiintadve of Fanny. He iiaa ib-

* rather to refemblc Hylas.' He then gave 
an account of the reafon of his riiing from 
bed, and the reft, till the Lady came into th* 
room J at which; and the figures of Slipflop 
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and her gallant, wiiofe beads only were vi-^ 
fiblc at tlie oppoiite corners of t-hc bed, (he 
could not refrain from laughter ; nor did 
Slipilop perfill in ncculing the parfon of any 
motions towards a rape« The Lady there* 
fore defined him to return to his bed as foon 
as (he was departed, and thsn, ordei'ing Slip- 
flop to rife, and attend her in her own room;

As the cat or lap-dog of forne lovely 
n7mj>h for xvhotn ten tiiuufand lovers lan- 
gui(n, Ives qQieil}^ Uy the fide of the charm- 
ir.g maid, and,/ignorant of the Icene o{ de- 
light on which they rcpofe, meditates the 
future cipture of a moufe, or Avrprifal of a 
plate of bread and butter; fo Adams lay by 
the fiile of Fanny, ignorant of the paradife 
to which he was fo near ; nor couli the 
emanation of fweets which flowed from her 
breath, overpower the fumes of tobacco which 
played in the parfou's noftrils. And now 
iieep \\Ad not overtaken the good man, when 
Jofeph, who had fccretly appointed Fanny 
to come to her at the break of day, rapped' 
foftly at the chamber-door, wlwch, when he

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k, ]ike a ftatue of Surprtiie. ' How came fltft 

* into my room V cries Adams. * How catn« 
. * you into hers ?* cries JoTeph, in an adoniih- 

* ment. * I know nothing of the matter/ 
anfwered Adams, * but that fhe is a veftal 

* for me. As £ am a Christian, I know not 

* whether (ke is a man or won>an. He is an 

* infidel who doth not believe in wntchcraft, 

* They as furely exift now as in the days of 

* Saul. My cloaths are bewitched away 

* too, and Fanny's brought into their place.* 
For he fttU infilled he was in his ov/n apart- 
ment; but Fanny denied it vehemently, and 
laid, his attempting to perfuarfe Jofep'h ©f 
liicha falfchood, convinced her of his wicked 
iiefign. 'How!' faid Jofeph in a fage» 

* hath he offered any rudenels to you V 

She anfwered (he could not accufe him of 
any mm*e than villainoufly ftealing to bed to 
her, which fhe thought rudenefs fufRcient, 
and what no man would do without a wicked 
intention. Jofeph's great opinion of Adams 
U'as not eafdy to be llaggered, and when he 
heard from Fanny that no harm had hap- 
pened, he grew a little cooler : yet flill he 
was confounded, and as he knew the houfe, 
and that the women's apariuic^uis were on 
this fiJe Mrs Slipflop's room, and the men's 
On the other, he was convinced in at he was 
in Fanny s chamber.

* ber as well as if it was but yefterday, they^ 

* faithfully promifed me you fhould. I lefr 

* the gtrl in the cradle,, and went to drzvK 

* them a cup of liquor, the bed I had ; wheiiF 
^ I returned with the pot (I am fure I was 

* not abfent longo* than whUft I am tellbg^ 

* it to you) the women were gone. I was 

* afraid they had ftolen fome thing, and look-^ 
' ed and looked, but to no purpofe, and Hea-v 

* ven knows I had very little for them ta 

* ftea!.; At laft hearing the child cry in tha 

* cradle, I went to take it up but O the 

* living ! how was I furprifed to find, in- 

* ftead of my own girl that I had put in the^ 

* cradle, who was as fine a fat thriving child 

* a« you (hall fee in a furomer's day, a poor 
J fickly boy, that did not feem t(Qhave.axt» 
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* hour to live. I rati out, pulling my hair 
« oflF, and crying like any mad after the wo- 

* men, but n€ver could hear a word of thertv 
*■ from that day to this. When I came back, 
•^ the poor infant (which is our Jofeph there 
*■ as ftout as he now ftands) lifted up his eyes 

* upon me fo piteouHy, that to be fure, not* 
f witliftanding my padion, I could not find 
f in my heart to 4o it any mifchief. A 

* neighbour of mine happening to come ia 

* at tlxe fame time, and hearing the cafe, ad* 

* vifed me to take care of this poor child,, 

* and God wouJd perhaps one day reftore me

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* by what name),' Jofeph, I fay, feetnecf 

* to be about fivt years old when yoirrettim- 

* ed; for I believe he is two or three yesortf 
« older than our daughter here ;) for I am 
« thoroughly convinced fhe is the fame) and 

* when you faw him you faid he was a chop- 
« ping boy, without ever minding his age 7 

* and fo I feeing you did not fuA>ed any 

* thing of the matter, tiiought I might e'en 

* as well keep it to myfeJf, for fear you ihoold 

* not love him as wel^as I did. And ali 

* this is veritably true, and I will take my 

< oath of it before any juftice m- the king-* 

* dom/ 

The pedlar, who had been fummened by 
the order of Lady Booby, liftened with the 
utmoft attention to Gammer Andrews's ftoryi 
&nd when fhe had fihilhed, a(ked her, if the 
fuppofitkious child had no mark on its 
breaft? To which fhe anfwercd, * Yes, he
